Lonxpox, Sept. 1.—The Cunarder Cam- 
psnia, which cleared the bur outside of 
New York at 1.50 p.m, and passed Sandy 
Hook lightship at 2.05 p.m. Satarday, 
August 25, pauxsed Danunt’s Rock at 5.34 
o'clock yesteriay morning, having made 
the passaye in 5 days 10 hours and 47 
minutes, beating the record by 1 hour aud 
20 minutes. 

The duily rans of tho Campania were 
466, 518, 454, 511, 507 and 865 niles, The 
Campania made the passage iu October, 
1893, in 5 days 12 hours and 7 minutes, 
which establishes the record between the 
bar at New York and Danut’* Rock. 

The Campania covered a distance of 
2,841 miles af iin averayo rate of speed of 
21.51 knots an honr. On ber recent west- 
ward trip, on which she established a new 
record, she averaged 21.40 knots an hour, 
The average of her sister ship the Lucania 
is considerably better than the best per- 
formance of the Campania, being 21.61 
knots an hour, but the Lucania on the oc- 
casion of makiug it took a much longer 
course and thus ruined her chances of 
breaking the record. 





Inhabitants in Sumon Send a Petition to 
the German Emperor.

one, It ismuob lighter aud more acate in 
the angle than the war boomerang. One 
side is perfectly flat, while the other is 
slightly rounded. This has the effect of 
mukiuy it rise in the air when thrown 
along the ground and return to the throw- 
er when ita itspetas has been expanded, 
providing it does not meet with any ob- 
stucle on the way. Even in this onse, 
however, should the boomering strike an 
olject and the forward movement be 
checked while the volition continues, it 
will fall back upon the same iuelined plane 
by which it asceuded and finally reach tho 
ground at the feet of the thrower, It re- 
quires inuch skill and study of the wind to 
throw it accurately, 

Many remarkable stories are told of the 
skill of the vatives in throwing the boom- 
erang. Thisia a sample of them; An 
Irishman who went to Australia in the 
early gold days lost himself in the bush 
and fell in with a hostile tribe. In some 
way he incurred their displeasure,, For 
punishment ho was staked ont on thé turf, 
where a number of the most skilfal Of tho 
tribe amused themselves and the other 
meinbers by throwing boomerangs far ont 
and allowing them to alight’ so close as 
eventually to incloss him on all sides, 
The wound inflicted by the boomerang is 
geverally not fatal, thongh one has been 
knowao to return with such force as to 
transfix a large Newfoundland dog.

Theso ure his directions: Select a 
piece of ash or hickory plank abont 18 
inches long and haviiiy tio knots, Soak it

It is all import- 
ant that the weapon is held firmly ontil 
suddeuly let loose, The moment it leaves 
his it turns into a horizontal posi. 
Mion wud starts off bazzing like a spinning 
wheel Lhou, the boomerang, inatead of 
falling, so long as the forward motion im 
parted by the thrower continues, will rise, 
Whon the impetus ceases the boomerang 
will begin to fall But, instead of falling 
straight down, its course will be the line 
of leant resistance, which je in the direo- 
tiou of the edge that lies obliquely toward 
the thrower, So that it returns on the 
sime plane by which it ascended, 

In making your first experiments it is 
advisable to get out into an open apace 
where no one isnbont Aim at some ob 
ject, but do not be surprised if your boom 
erany strikes ont in an opposite direction.

Sr, Pau, Sopt. 4.—The latest advices 
from the sceno of the big fire indicate that 
there will be a totul of nearly 400 lives 
lost, This includes the fatalities at Poke- 
gama, Rutledge, Suudstone and all the 
area of the country covered by the cou- 
flagration. Fully 200 dead were gathered 
in the cemetory at Hinckley awaiting 
burial. There were two great heaps of 
naked and charred bodies invevery con- 
celvable distorted attitude, Theres were 
16 known to be dead at Pokegamna, 51 at 
Saudstohe village aud about 80 more in 
the outlying country,, The fire covered a 
large area of country, some of it very hurd 
for searching parties to reach, It will 
take at least a week to ascertain how many 
are lost and many of them will never be 
identified. Many familles are being cared 
forat Pine City, Dulath and Superior, 
Atthe former place there are about 500 
homeless people, aud it is estimated that 
atleast 1,000 people will have to be taken 
care of until they can get a new start in 
life. The wounded in the hospitals at 
Pine City were all doing well last evening. 
It began raining at 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing but stopped at noon. It is not believ- 
ed there is auy further danger to be feared 
trom fire in the burned reyion.

’ The Horror at Hinckley. 


HINCKLEY, Minn., Sept. 4.—The first 
good description of the great fire that 
swept away this thriving villiago was 
secured on the arrivalof the special, It 
seemed that forest and peat fires had been 
raging within a short distance of Hinckley 
for weeks, but no apprehension had been 
felt by the inhabitants and no prepara- 
tions had been ntade for emergencies. 
Saturday afternoon the fire approached, 
fanned by a strong wind; the smoke grew 
denser as the day advanced and it soon 
became as dark as night. Abont 4 o'clock 
the wind changed and the residents of the 
doomed town were-bearing down upon 
them, As the ilarm rang through the 
streets the people rushed from their homes 
and whon they canght sight of the red on. 
rushing sea of fire they became panic- 
atricken, 

The fire shot across the town and the 
people fled—in all directions, They ran 
wheroyer they thought ‘thoy»could find 
rofaye. A largo number rau t¢ a pond 
some three or fou «cre in-extent and 
threo or four feot deep. 

The largest crowd of people rushed to 
Grindstone river, » shallow stream whioh 
it was thought would afford proteotion 
from the flames, but tho water was too 
low aud all miserably perished. There 
the relief parties found the bodies lying in 
the water and trampled by the flying 
cattle 

Just as the flaines wore raging fiercest a 
train arrived over the Eastern Minnesota 
and 500 people clambered aboard. It was 
a Godsend to the people, who offered up 
prayers of thaukfalness as the engineer 
sent the train ata rapid speed away from 
the burning town and back to safety in 
Superior, 

Another party had rushed for the 
limited on the St. Paul and Daluth, but as 
the fire cut off their way in that direction 
they ran to a shallow pond noar by.

Reports continue to come in from the 
vicinity of Skuauk Creek of added dis- 
coveries of burned victims. Fifty-eight 
dead were found lying in tue streets aud 
in’the jinmediate vicinity of this village. 
Tho total in the vicinity will reach fully 
400 dead when all the returns are in. 
Tdentification is an exceedingly difficult 
matter, aud most of the so-called identi- 
fications of dead bodies are mere guesses.

The Congress 
of Labor from the Atlante 
Several 


Pacific Important 


Questions Will be Up 


for Consideration, 


Orrawa, Ont, Sept, 5.—The lendora of 
organized labor in the Dominton aro in the 
city, Whe tenth annual session of the 
Tradea and Labor Congress Cavada 
opened in the city council chamber yestor 
day morning. This congress, represent: 
ing as it does the labor organizations of 
all kinds in the Dominion, from the far 
Pacific to the Atlantic seabourd, is com 
posed of the representative Jabor menu in 
Canada, The congress will be in session 
for the remainder of the week. 

The delegates that had arrived frou. the 
different cities when the congress was 
opened were; Toronto, George W. Dower, 
A. W. Holmes, G. TI, Beales, J. Uoultor, 
D, A. Carry, John Armstrong, D. J 
O'Donohue, John Francois, J, H. Gilmour, 
James Gardner, und John S, Hodyins; 
Montreal, Urbain Lafontaine, George 3, 
Warren, L. E. Beuduresult, A. Blendin, 
V. Dubreuil, P. C. Chatel and Wm. Dar 
lington ; Quebeo, P. J. Jobin, F, Nargis, H. 
L. Langevin, E. Jackson, B, Little, J. B 
Beauard, D, J. Marsav, Wim, Cuthrie and 
Alfred Cote; London, H. A, McLean and 
J. T. Marks; Prescott, Ward S. Plumb, 

Previous to the opening of the congress 
Mr. Antonine Choquette, presidéut of the 
Ottawa Trades and Labor conucil, after 
extending a welconie to the delegates on 
behalf of that body, lutroduced Mayor 
Cox who welcomed the delegates to the 
city. 

Mayor Cox said that it was with tho ut- 
most pleasure that he gave the delegates a 
siicere and happy welcome, If he was 
cerrect in his ideas of the objects of the 
congress they meant nothing more than 
justice and equity or the procuring of a 
fair day’s pay for a fair day’s work, With 
such an object as this the cougress was 
deserving of the sympathy of the veople. 
He was satisfied from his brief acquaint- 
ance with the delegates before him that 
they were gentlemen who knew how to ac 
complish the desired end and knew how 
to rightly present their claims to the pub- 
lic, Througha united effort they had 
persuaded the Dominion Government to 
proclaim labor day a holiday throughout 
the Dominion, and he felt sure that they 
would-be successful in procuring other 
clianges in the interests of labor. 

Mr. George TI. Beales, of Toronto, presi- 
dent of the congress, replied to the ad- 
dress of welcome, He said that it was a 
pleasure to know that those who fought 
above the labor advocates in the past were 
now coming down to the labor piatform. 
It was found by the organization of labor 
forces that the many can take care of the 
few, and this was the object of the con- 

688. 

lt pretended to speak for those who 
haye not been able to speak for them- 
selyes, Laboring men felt proud that 
their influence had been sufficiently felt to 
perzuace the Government to give tlie 
aboring classes an annual holiday, and 
having this law placed on the statute 
books. The congress would discuss poli 
tical questions to be brought before them 
calmly. He was sorry to say that the 
men who sent the delegates to the congress 
were the men who very often cast their 
ballots against labor. Ho referred to the 
recent election in Toronto when the labor 
candidate, Mr. Armstrong, was defeated, 
while’ he would certainly have been elected 
had the labor vote not been divided by 
the raising of the religious cry and stirring 
up of feelings that should nover have been 
raised ina political contest, ‘The labor- 
ing men only wanted a just share of the 
things of this world—something they had 
not yet received. While they Jiked to see 
the employer prosper they did not want 
to be subjects of oppression and obliged 
to send their children to the factory at an 
age when they should be in school. Con- 
cluding, he declared the congress open for 
the despatch of business. 

Ald. McGuire and Cook gave brief ad- 
dresess of welcome and the congress ad- 
journed until the afternoon, 

When the afternoon session of the Con- 
gress opened the annual. report of the pro- 
sident, Mr. Geo. T. Beales, was presented, 
Ho said among other things: ‘'The im- 
portance of such yearly meetings of labor 
representatives cannot be overestimated. 
It is by such meaus that the united voice 
of the workers of our Dominion can only 
be heard, its demands made, its require- 
ments declared, and though slow may be 
our progroas, it bohoyés us to persistently 
persevere. It is not only your purticular 
organizations and their interests, but the 
interests and welfare of our country that 
we seek to {mprove and further, Par- 
ticularly in these most trying times of de- 
pression is it necessary that we deyote our 
minds to an intelligent consideration of 
the causes leading to it. The concentra- 
tion of wealth in the grasp of a few has 
and is developing a power that unless a 
halt is called will inevitably lead ton more 
hopeless degradation of the workers than 
even at presout exists. This powor must 
be met by inoreased organization ameng 
the workers of the world, Oh, that its 
force could be realized among the many as 
it is practised by the fow, as witnesa the 
power of organization of a fow in the re- 
cent railway troubles among our Ameri- 
can brethren, It seems scarcely possible, 
but yet too true, that a few wealthy own- 
ers could set at defiance all justice aud 
reason asked and fought for by the mil- 
lions of workers, calling at their will the 
military and judicial forces of the United 
States, But, despite the reverses of such 
troubles, we can assuredly be certain of 
its effects on the future, bringing us a 
little nearer to the goal of equality of in 
terests, 60 necessary to the general welfare 
of the masses, 

“It is: also my pleasure to be able to 
mention the consummation of «a long 
sought for want, as far as the Province of 
Ontario is concerned, in the passage into 
law of an act providing for the establish- 
mentof a board of arbitration and con 
ciliation for trade disputes, In conclu 
sion I commend again to your earnest con 
sideration tho vital questions that will be 
submitted to you, beseeching your porso- 
verance and energy on your return to 
your constituents,” 

Tho report of the executive committeo 
was also presonted, It was reported that 
the committee had waited upon the Goy- 
ernment relating to several mattera of 
importance to organized labor, The sub- 
jects presented were the paymont of the 
prevailing rate of wages on Government 
contracts; the abolition of withdrawal 
Hotiove in connection with deposits iu the 
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postofiice savings banks; a uniform two 
cout passenger rate on all railways in the 
Dominion; rigid inapection of oar and 
tnokle used iu loading sid unloading vea 
the establishment of tho first Mlonday 
in Soptembor as label huliday; the em 
ployment of a practical inechanio 46 
superintendent of the Government print 
iny office, and Chinese emigration on the

BAD BOYS IN SCARLET. 
Volunteors in Camp at Levis Act in a 
Disgraceful Manner, 

Quenec, Sept. 6,—The citizens of Levis 
are much iucensed against the volunteers 
drafted from the different military schools 
in Canada and formed into « military 
cawp at Leyis for the purpose of field 
exercise, ‘Lhe boys in red got very turbu- 
lent after haying drauk aud insulted wo- 
men and girls. ‘They were watched lately 
after one of their wild rambles aud were 
given o sound thrashing, A large body 
of them havitig just crossed from Quebec, 
and not knowing what was the matter, 
solight the assistance of tle police, seeing 
tho Levis men so badly disposed ayainst 
them. The camp was then required to 
send an escort of 100 men to protect tlie 
soldiers from the infurlated men of Levis, 
and on their way to camp the escort pick- 
ed up a number of drunken soldiers who 
had taken refuge in back yards, ~ General 
Herbert has stopped ull leave of ubsence 
from camp. 


MONTREAL FIREMAN KILLED. 


He Sustains Fatal Injuries in a Collision 
During « Fire. _ 

MonTREAL/ Sept. 5,—Wm, St. George, a 
fireman of the Montreal Fire Brigade, met 
with asad death last evening, He was 
attached to the hook and ladder of No, 1 
Station. 

The firemen were called out by an alarm 
in th€ evening, aud while No, 1 hook and 
ladder was on its way to the tire, shortly 
after leaying the station, it came into col- 
lision with a beer waggon and was over- 
tnrned.

Fruit Crops in Nova Scotia. 

Hauirax, Sept. 5.—J. W. Bigelow, pre- 
sident of the Nova Scotia Fruit Growere’ 
Association, writes rrom Wolfeville: ‘We 
can now report with some certainty re- 
specting Neva Scotia fruit.crop, and al- 
though many well-cultivated orchards 
have small crops, as a whole there is a 
good crop of very good quality, which 
mny be estimated as follows: Apples, 
120,000 bris; plums, 110,000 baskets, 10 
pontds each; pears, 5,000 bush, Straw: 
erries and small fruits Lave yielded $50,- 
000, and with prospects for good prices 
the Nova Scotia fruit crop will give a re- 
venue of $600,000, besides that used for 
home consumption, Several orchards in 
King’s county have over 1,000 barrels 
each, for which owners can take from 
$2,000 to $8,000 in orchard, and some 
plum growers have been Offered $1,000 for 
their crop.”

The fire was been by the Sandstone peo- 
ple four hours before if steack the towu 
aud everything was preked up in readiness 
to moye to Kettle river, eastot the village, 
Before anyone was aware of the maldunyer 
the fire came npon the town from the 
northeast aud west, firing the whole town 
iuside of five minutes Mapy were unable 
to reach the river and died in the streets, 
A blacksinith was burned ‘to a crisp in 
his shop, where he was shoeing a horse, 
Not a thing was saved and in*30 minutes 
the whole town was wiped off the fuce of 
the earth, ‘he survivors are entirely des- 
titnte and have uot even clothing except 
such as is provided by the relief oom: 
mittee. 

At Hinckley the full realization of the 
calumity is j.st begun to be felt, A large 
number of bodies were recovered. Coroner 
Cowan sent 57, while GS were buried in 
the graveyard aud more were being brought 
in all the time. 

Portious of human bodies are strewn 
here and there about the town, while om 
the strocts are dead animals of all desorip: 
tions, Monday's big pile of bodies has 
been put under ground, some piled pro- 
miscuously ina trench six feet wide and 
forty feet long, while others were ‘putin 
pine boxes and buried. 

Lee Webster, mayor of Hinckley, lost 
his wife, and while feeling quite sure she 
is dead, he is searchiig everywhere ‘for 
her, Yesterday he had nine bodies disin- 
terred that be might examine them. 

Hinckley survivore Say that if every one 
had gone to the big gravel pit ail would 
haye been saved. Many went to the 
swamp across the river, from which as 
many as 100 corpses have been taken, 

One farmer, whose name cannot be 
learned, who lived about half way between 
Miller and Sandstone, killed himself when 
he saw his wife and three children, his 
son-in-law, wife and children all burned 
to death before his eyes, aud his howe, 
stock and savings of a lifetime swept 
away.

NEWFOUNDLAND AFFAIRS, 


An Ex-Rogistrar-Goneral Tells of the 
Corruption in Polities, 

TORONTO, Hon. J. J. Roger 
BO, at time Tegistrar-Genoral for 
Newfoundland, isin the city, on his way 
lo the Methodist Central Conference in 
London. Mr, Rogerson came direct from 
St. Jolins, the capital of Newfoundland. 
He says the recent disqualification of Sir 
Willinm W hiteway aud lis party was the 
outcome of a rovulsion of feeling against 
bribery lu any form, and a determination 
on the part of the people to haye a pure 
government, 

Mr, Rogeraon eaid there was little feel- 
iny at present in Nowfonndland in favor 
of coufederation, though he thought it 
would favorably couvsidered if his 
couutrymen could see any trade benefits 
to result therefrom. A high protective 
policy would not suit Newfoundland, As 
long as Canada’s policy tended towards 
prohibitive tariff a8 it uow was, eo long 
would any feeliny in favor of joining the 
Confederacy remain dormant in New- 
fonndlaud. 

Eveu now hie thonght Canadians could 
do a larger biiainess in Newfoundland than 
they did if the ® chow.

FATE OF THE MIRANDA. 


The Exploring Varty Arrives av Halifax 
on un Amorioan Schooner, 

Hatirax, N.S., Sept. 6.—The Aimerloun 
echoouer Rigel, bali at fishing on the 
Greenland coast, arrived herve yesterday 
with the Mirauda exploring expedition ;

The steamer being cou- 
sidered unsafe during a heavy gale which 
threntened, the crew aud pissetugers were 
transferred to the Rizal on the 23rd, the 
steamer siiuking shortly after, ‘They en- 
dured much discomfort on the passage, 
but arrived apparently none the worse. 
Most of the party will return home by 
rail to-morrow. The expedition did not 
yet within 800 miles cf their destination.

Proceedings of the Dominion Trades 








and Labor Congress. 


A PLAN FOR THE UNEMPLOYED 


The Congress Considers a Scheme to Colon- 
ize the Territories—A Lively Dis- 
cussion Over the Motion to 
Exclude Civil Servants 
From the Congross. 





Orrawa, Sept. 7.—Juat after the dele- 
ates to the Labor Congress had assem. 
led in the city hall yesterday the report 
of the committes on President Beale’s ad- 
dress was read and was followed by a 
somewhat lively debate, The report read: 

“That we heartily conour with his sug- 
gestions and recommendations, excepting 
wherein he recommends that it behooves 
us to again and again knock at the doors 
of the governments until our just and rea- 
sonable demands are granted, 

“We believe that the time has arrived 
to stop knocking at the government doors, 
and the time has now arrived to take such 
independent political actions as will have 
the doors open to us all the time through 
the formation of an independent !abor 
party. 

Delegate Darlington spoke in favor of 
the report, He reiterated his statements 
that the Congress had outlived its’usefal- 
ness and that during its ten years of ex- 
istence the lubor mevement had retrograd- 
ed. Ho said that if it had kept up half 
way even, it wouldn’t be so bad, but he 
did not believe in rapping and begging 
and praying to any government without 
any result, 

President Beales got ontof the chair 
and entered into a spirited defence of his 
address, He said that he had endeavored 
to present a report which would be com: 
patible with the troth. He believed in 
continually and persistently putting their 
views Lefore the Governments until the 
reforms asked for slionld be obtained, 
He stuck {o the views luid down in his 
address and thought the committee had 
advanced views which congress would be 
unwise vo adopt, 

The president’s recommendations were 
carried by 2¥ to 5, : 

A committee consisting of Delegates 
Curey, Toronto; Plumb, Prescott;. Beau- 
dreau, Montreal; Patterson and Leggo, of 
this city, was appointed to bringin recom- 
mendations relating (0 the formation of a 
Cauadian orgauizatiou that shall have 
power to issue charters and levy capita 
tax to labdér organizations. 

The resolution that was held over from 
Wediesday to make Goveriinent employes 
iuellegible as delegates to the congress was 
then brought up aud caused a lively dis- 
cussions - . t 

Delegate Swith, of Ottawa, moved in 
Ainoudtheut that ouly persous employed by 
the year by the goverument be excluded 
from the congress, 

Delegate O'Douchue, of Vorouto, said he 
had been an employe of the government 
for years but Mis ideus of labor had not 
been chauged. Men looking for govern- 
moult situations aud were not able to se- 
cure thein were the most dangerous, The 
wenning of the resolution was that a man 
accepung & goveronient position was a 
fraud asalabor man. There was not a 
member of cougress who would not accept 
a guod government position if it was offer- 
¢d to bim, - 

Delegate Jobin, of Quebec, thought that 
the congress had no power to say who 
should be sent to it as delegates, This 
matt\r rested with the labor unions that 
sept the delegates. The resolution was 
lost, 

Trades and Labor Congress held an 
evebing session and discussed the advisa- 


bility of admitting the Patrons of In- 
custry, the Grangers and the Single 
Taxers, The committee to whom the 
replies from subordiuate. organizations 


wore referred reported that ten replies had 
been received in all, six of which voted 
for taking inall three organizations and 
one the Patrons of Industry and Single 
Yaxers, while two were opposed to their 
admission and one was indefinite, The 
quéstion was filed. 

On motion of Delegate Lafontaine a 
resolution was passed calling for the abo- 
lition of the law permitting the seizure of 
wages for debts in the province of Quebeo. 
He spoke rather disparagingly of Montreal 
lawyers, 

Delegate Langevin, of Quebec, moved 
and Delegate Little, of the same place, 
seconded, a motion to “ucoopt a colonization 
scheme which the former bad prepared 
for the setilement of tho unocoupled 
lands of the Northwest, The scheme was 
in effect to send the unemployed people 
from the contres of population tothe terri 
tories aud to liave them ednoated in the 
arts of agricaiture na well as got a military 
training so that they could be called upon in 
theScaso of necessity to protect the settlors, 
In this way the services of the monnted 
police could be ubolished, Tho matter 
wis referred to a committee and congress 
then adjourned.

The First Glimpse of the Wonderful Mid- 
night Sun—Perfect Harmony Among the 
Members of the Expedition—Introdae- 
tion to the Ice After Days of Unexpeot 
edly Clear Waten 


sPoblished by apectial arrange meoit 


All readers of the nowspepor press are 
familiar with the fact that Walter Well- 
man’s polanoxpedition, after an ospeolally 
auspicious beginning, came to grief late 
fn May, when the arctic ice, as if indig- 
pant because a little group of mortals had 
attacked {ts secrete with such boldness, 
crushed the Ragnvald Jarl, tho oxpedition’s 
gallant ship, like an eggshell. Before 
this Mr. Wellman had forwarded tho first 
of tho letters desoriptive of his expedition’s 
work, They have now reached Amorica, 
and tho firstis printed below. The ac- 
companying map shows the point at whioh 
the disaster ocourred: 

Spirz¥ERGEN, May 5.—Woe havo had a 


habited and remote corner of the earth, 4 
fast and furious journoy, and 4 lucky one. 

Probably we have beaten all records at 
this season of the year. Wo havo not only 
mado the south cape of Spitzbergon in 
jthreo days from ‘Tromso, but we have 
done so in the first days of May. We are 
now, only our fourth day from ctyiliza- 


tion, between the seventy-seventh and 
seventy-eighth parallels of latitude, or 
farther north than the spot at which tho 
Jeannette was sunk, almost as far as Dr. 
Kano penetrated and nearer the pole than 
many of tho carly explorers were able to 
reach. Moreover, we have had to come 
thus far in order to see a piece of ice, and 
al) the ice now visible from the crow’'s 
nost of the Ragnvald Jarl would not im- 
pede the progress of a fishing smack. To- 
day wo have a calm sea, a bright, genial 
sun and a clear way to the north. ‘T'o- 
worrow, in all probability, “we shall reach 
our headquarters at Dane's island, just 
under the cightioth parallel. Rarely have 
vessels been ablo to get so far north along 
this coast so early in the year. Never be- 
fore, so far as wo know, did one make the 
yoyage, as wehayo done, absolutely with- 
out interruption by ice. Our American 
luck appears to be séill with us. 
Tho First Five Days. 

But it was a wild ride. We left Trom- 
so Tuesday evening, May 1. Early noxt 
morning we were out of the flords to the 
north and inthe open sea. At 8 o'clock 
Captain Bottelfsen reported his latitude 
at 70.32. Bug long before this most of the 
members of 6ur party wero painfully aware 
that we had exchanged the quiet of the 
Norweglan flords for the turbulence of 
the Arctio sea. As arctic travelers we 
must all be tested, but as sailors the great 
majority of us haye already been tried 
and found wanting. ‘There was a dis-: 
graceful lack of diners at the dinner tables. 
The bunks were nearly all filled with suf- 
fering mortals.” Our Norwegian contin- 
gent suffered eyen more than the Amer!- 
cans, and eyen tho dogs in the underdeck 
were as misorable as dogs well could be, 
refusing all nourishment and filling the 
nolsome air of their quarters with -the 
most piteous whines. ‘Two of them in- 
deed succumbed to the rigors of the jour- 
ney, and our original pack of 53 has been 
reduced by drowning, by fighting, by 
strangulation and too much seasickness to 
48. We held no funerals over the decBased. 
There is a great deal of sentiment in aro- 
tic work, and but for sentiment no one 
would ever engage in it, but we were all 
too miserable on our own accounts to 
waste any breath over dead dogs, Our 
only consolation in this connection was 
that we have lost fower animals than wo 
had expected to lose and have more than 
enough remaining for our work. 

No wonder both human and canine 
mobers of the expedition were ill. Even 
one of the sailors of theJarl lost his meals 
overboard the first day out, but kept at 
his work all the while, brave fellow! 
Think of the herolo stuff there must be in 
8 man whocan run up the ropes and out 
the yardarms of a dancing ship while suf- 
fering the torments of mal de mer! 

The sea was high and running from 

southwest to northeast. That made ita 
cross sea, and a bad sea for us. Down-into 
one yalley the Ragnvald Jarl plunged her 
nose as if perversely bent upon going te 
the bottom; then, with a snort and a wild 
lunge to right or left, she rose again and 
stood upon her hind legs, Or sho rolled 
to port so that tho cabin floor looked like 
a greasy flight of steep stairs in a tene- 
ment house and then reversed herself and 
brought men, dogs, boxes, trunks, dishes 
and all movable articles back to starboard 
with acrash and clatter that made the 
slecpy sick ones think their fondest desires 
had been realized and tho Ragnvald Jarl 
was going down. One of the greatest 
comforts our suffering companions had 
Was the consolousness that about 20 feet 
from where they lay was a big box of dy 
namite, brought along to blast ice with 
in case of necessity, and tho accompany- 
ing belief that in some of her vicious 
lurches the Jarl would explode this dy- 
nimite and bring all their troubles to aa 
end. 

For threo days and two nights the wind 
was from fresh to strong to east and south- 
east. Though the sea rolled in great hil- 
locks and the spray covered the ship from 
stems to stern, wo never pulled in our can 
yas or stopped our engine. What cared wo 
for rolling out of our bunk in the middie 
of the night? What matter if at meal hour 
threo or four of us, with dishes, viands aud

Hero, in latitude 74!_ north and long! 
tudo 15.89 east, wo entered what ia known 
and bas been known for two conturlos as 
} tho ‘*Whale Fisher's Light.'’ It is a bay in 
the ice, indenting from 50 to 100 miles to the 
north, and has been followed by the whale 
fishers over since Barontz made known to 
tho world the richness of the Spitzborgen 
fooding grounds. This bay is the product 
of the gulf stream, which washes the const 
of Norway and off Tromso divides into 
two currenta—one entering the arctic to 
the north of Norway and thence into tho 
Kara sea, the other going straight north- 
ward along the Spitzbergen coast and giy- 
ing this region a climate much warmer 
than that of any other land of equal prox 
imity to the pole. Threo years out of four 
the whalers have found it necessary to bore 
through more or les ico to the north and 
wost of Bear island™Tho shoot of tho gulf 
atroam, after struggling upon tho surface 
aguinst tho colder waters from the north, 
was finally compelled to dive underneath 
its enemy. Currents of different tempora- 
tures do not readily mix as long a3 motion 
remains, and the specific gravity of tho 
gulf water being considerably groater than 
that of the polar sea, because moro sale, 
the usual rule of warm water rising to the 
top is here reversed, and tho common ro- 
sult is an upper or ico stratum floWlng 
south and a lower, warnmicr or gulf stratum 
flowing north and reappearing through 
the tendency of warm water to rise off tho 
wostern coast of Spitzborgen and produc- 
ing there early in oyery’ year a region of 
comparatively ico free water, 

More potent than the crrrents in this 
part of the arctics are the winds, and this 
yoar they have evidently blown for somo 
days from the cast and haye cleared the 
ico away. Several times our skippers were 
suro they could see the leo klink to tho 
north, that yellow tinge in the horizon 
caused by the reflection of the sun’s rays 
from the ice and which is 60 unmistaka- 
ble as to bea great ald to arctic naviga 
tion. But for once the skippers were mis 
taken, and we sailed on hour after hour, 
with a rollicking breeze and a rolling sea, 
and never a kit of ice large enough to 
mix a cocktail with to bo scen in all the 
horizon. No one could tell whither the 
ico had gone, but the splendid fact was 
that it had disappeared, and we were 
steaming without hindrance through the 
yory rrarere where wo had most expected 
trouble and where tho whale fishers have 
in the past found it necessary to wait 
many a weary week before finding an 
opening. 

Last evening wo were cnough within 
the lee of the land, the south capo of 
Spitzbergen lying due cast of us, to have 
the advantago of a sca a littlo less boister- 
ous. So tho entire party plucked upcour- 
age, gathored in the cabin, sat about on 
tho floor braced against walls, tables and 
one another—for tho Jarl was still bob- 
bing about like a kite in a gust of March 
wind—and sang songs and told stories 
through a happy evening. Wo were all 
surprised to find what cosmopolitan a por- 
ty we are. The latest songs from the 
American stage, the popular airs from 
the London music halls, wore mingled 
with the freshest bits from the boulevards 
and gardens ef Paris, the students’ songs 
of Liege and Christiania and even the vari- 
ety theater farandoles from Copenhagen, 
Stockholm and St. Petersburg. Though 
we represent four countries and speak half 
a dozen languages, we are deyeloping a lot 
of good fellowship, and every one of us Is 
early learning tho taluable lesson of how 
to make a joke of our hardships and dis- 
comforts. 
A Harmonious Company. 

The truth is, we have been luckior in 
our men than anything else. Fully half 
of them were chosen by the expedition’s 
ogents, but so far as can be discovered no 
mistakes have been made. At any rate, 
in all our arduous of disagreeable dutics 
on board ship nota striker has been found, 
not a man too proud to do menial service 
or to perform any labor that will help the 
expedition towurd success. Our shipboard 
organization is very slinple. Professor 
French, Dr. Mahun, Mr, Dodge and Cap- 
tain Pedersen have been instituted assist- 
ant executive and advisory, Each @ay 
one of them is appointed officer of the day 
to assist the leader in the executive work. 
Dr. Mahun superintends the culsine, 
with Mr. Wasfalt as steward, the bright 
young sailor Ellefsen as cook's assistant, 
and Professor Oyen as butler. Besides 
two men are detailed dajly to assist at ta- 
bles. Captain Pedersen hus charge of the 
hold, where are stowed many tons of pre- 
clous provisions, as well as of the deck, 
whero the éyen more precious aluminium 
boats and sledges are stowed. Mr. Win- 
ship, Mr. Franklin and Mr. Heyerdahl 
take caro of the dogs. Professor Kronch 
aud Mr, Alme attend to packing food for 
the leo journey, With this sort of an or- 
ganization, simple, but effective, our work 
goes on as smoothly as if wo had the most 
rigid naval discipline, In fact, our men, 
without exception, have given hearty re- 
sponse to the following address of the lead- 
er issued the day wo left Tromso and 
posted in the wardroom: 

“TO THE MEMBERS OF THE EXPEDITION, 

“Wo are neithor naval nor military. 


Our organization 1s purely civil. There- | 
fore wo depend for discipline principally 
upon the intelligonoe and good will of the } 
gentlemen who aro members of this party. 

‘Now, at the beginning of our journey , 
togothor, every man is asked to treat every | 
other fan with consideration, Letno man 
lose his temper. Noone should indulge 
projudice sgainst another member, Frank. ' 
ness and sincerity must bo over present. 
Every man is asked to determine now that 
be will bea friend to every other man. 
Make allowances for differences of tem. | 
perament and of race, Let us show the 
world that Americans and Norwoglans 
can work together in perfect harmony. 
The effectiveness of an exploring party is 
quickly destroyed by dissensions or per- 
By mutual forbearance 
wo can avoid these. 

“Our work is to be hard. Wo must oll 
do drudgery; all must perform menial la 
bor. We aro our own sorvants. Wo leave 
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| behind us most of the comforts of oivill

Itis not casy to realize that for four 
months we have bid goodby to night, and 
that the sun we are to have always in tho 
heavens. The midnight sun, now so won- 
derful a spectacle beewuse new to most of 
us, will soon be commonplace enough 
It is a beautiful yet asad thought—tho 
thought that, far as we are from home, 
thero is one thing our friends there may 
faze upon at the same instant wo do, and 
that thus the sun as acomnion object may 
bo made the medium of thought trans- 
ference from polar regions to the haunts 
of civilization and back again. From o 
thought like this wo are roused by tho 
vuleo of Dr. Mahun shouting bis familiar 
Steady!" as the Raguvyald Jarl gives her 
hundred willionth lurch to port since 
morning,

He wes anableto sell his dis- 
covery here without giving up the formula.

The Singing Prisoners tn the Phillpplan 
Dungeon—The Thrilliog Promise of Sat 


vation to the Frightened Jatlor—A 


Promise of Salvation for All Ages 


BuooKLYN, Sept, 2,—Roy. Dr 
who ia still absont in the South Pacific, has 
poloctod aa the subject of today e sermon 
through the press, ‘The Resone,"’ the toxt 
chosen being Acts 16;31;—''Beliove ot the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shat be 
saved.” 

Jails nro dark, dull, damp, loathsome 
places ayou now, but they were worse ‘in 
the apostolic times, TF imagine to-day we 
are standing in the Pbilippian dungeon 
Do you not feel thie chill? Do you nothear 
the groan of those incarcerated ones who 
for ten.yoars have not seen the snnlight, 
and the deep sigh of womén who remem 
ber tholr father’s house, aud mourn over 
their wasted estates? Listen again. It is 
the cough of aconswinptive, or the atrag- 
gle of one in the nightmare of a great hor: 
ror. You listen again and hewr a culprit, 
his olinins rattling a le rolls over in his 
dreams, and vou say, ‘God pity the pris- 
ouer.” But there is another sound in that 

rison, It is the song of joy aud gladness, 
Vhata place tosingin! Lhe music comes 
winding through the corridors of the 
prison, and in all the dark wards the whis- 
per is heard: ‘What's that? What's 
that?” 

It is the song of Paul and Silas, They 
cannot sleep. They lave been whipped, 
very badly whipped. “The loug gashes on 
their backs are bleeding yet. They lie flat 
on the cold ground, their feet fast in wood- 
en sockets, and of course they cannot 
sleep. But they can sig. Jailer, what are 
you doing with these peovle? Why have 
they been put in here? Oh, they have 
been trying to make this world better, Is 
that all? Thatis all A pit for Joseph. 
A lion’s cave for Daniel, A blazing fur- 
uace for Shadrach. Clubs for Jolin Wes- 
ley. Anuanathema for Phillip Meluncthon, 
A dungeon for Paul and Silas, 

But while we ure standing in the glooin 
of the PhiMppian dungeon, and we hear 
the mingling voices of sob and groan and 
blasphemy and hallelujah, suddenly an 
earthquake! The iron bars of the prison 
twist, the pillars crack off, the solid 
masonry begins to beave, and all the doors 
swing open. The jailer, feeling himself 
responsible for these prisoners, aud be- 
lieving, in his pagan ignorance, suicide to 
be honorable—sinuce Brutus killed himself, 
and Cato killed himself, aud Cassius killed 
himself—put his sword to his own heart, 
proposing with one strong keen thrust to 
put an end to his excitement and agitation. 
Paul ories out, ‘Stop, stop! Do thyself 
no harm. We are all here.” 


Then I see the jailer running through 
the dust and amid the ruin of that prison, 
and I see him throwing himself down at 
the feet of these prisoners, crying” out, 
‘What shallI do? What shall I’ do?” 
Did Paul answer, ‘'Get out of this place 
before there is another eartiluake; put 
handcuffs and hobbles-on these other 
prisoners, lest they get away?’ No word 
ofthat kind. His compuct, thrilling, tre- 
moendous answer, answer momovrable all 
through earth and heaven, was, ‘‘Bolieve 
on the Lord Jesus Christand thon sbalt 
be saved.” 

Well, we have all read of the earthquake 
in Lisbon, in Lima, in Aleppo, and in 
Caraccas; but we live in a latitude where 
in all our memory there has not been one 
severe volcanic disturbance, And yet we 
have seen fifty earthquakes. Here is a 
man who has been building up a large 
fortune, His’ bid on the money market 
was felt in all the cities. He thinks he 
has got beyond all annoying rivalries in 
trade; and he says to himself, ‘‘Now I am 
fred and safe from all possible porturba- 
tion.” But in 1857 or in 1873 a national 
pani¢ strikes the foundation of the com- 
mercial world, and crash goos all the mag- 
nificent business establishment. Here is 
aman who has built up a very beautiful 
home, His daughters baye just come 
home from the seminary with diplomas of 
graduation, His sons have started in life, 
lonest, temperate, and pure. When the 
evening lights are struck, there is a happy 
and unbroken family circle.. But there 
has been an accident down at Long Branch. 
The young man ventured too far out into 
the surf, Tho telegraph hurled the terror 
up to the city. An carthquake struck 
under the foundation of that beautiful 
home. 

The piano closed; the curtains dropped; 
the laughter hushed, Crash! go all those 
domestic hopes and prospects and expecta- 
tions. So, my friends, we have all felt the 
shaking down of some great trouble, aud 
there was atime when we were os much 
oxoited as this man of the text, and we 
cried out as he did, ‘‘What shall I do? 
What shall Ido?’ The same reply that 
the apostle made to him is appropriate to 
us: ‘Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved!" 

So the Savior in somo parta of the Bible 
is called ‘‘Lord,” and in other parts of the 
Bible He is called ‘‘Jesus,” and in other 
parts of the Bible He in called ‘‘Christ;” 
but that there might be no mistake about 
this passage, all three names come to 
gother—'*The Lord Jesus Christ,”

Beawin, Sept. 8.—Emperor William in 
his speech at Kuenigsburg said that know- 
ingthe people were passing through hard 
times, his daily thought was how to help 
them. He asked their support, Instead 
of-joining the professional opposition of 
politicians they should rather tally com- 
muue with him. He was always ready to 
lend them a willing hand. He had shown 
his solicitude und anxiety to assist the 
people of the provinces in his measures for 
the extension of railways, building dykes, 
improving the uavigaiion of the Vistula 
and layipg out state funds to assist the 
local authorities, 

Coming to the budget he said that moas- 
ure wonld give fresh proof of his paternal 
care. Let the people reserve their minds 
in quietude, hopiuy for better times. The 
statne of the first Emperor with sword np 
lifted was symibolical of law aud order.” 

Coucluding he said: “Iu the arduons 
stinggle aygaiust the designs to destroy the 
constitution and the life of society, the 
Prossian nobility, like the ivy aroond the 
oak, clings around my home. Muay it be 
80 with the whole of the German nobility, 
showlug a bright oxample to the fractions 
of the populace who are wavering in their 
loyalty. Forward, auder God, aud dis 
houor to him who deserts Lis King.” 

4 The Post (Free Conservative) sayS of the 

Emperor's speech: ‘His declaration for 
religion, morality and order agaist forces 
of the revolution will find a loud echo 
throughout the laud.” 

The Netional Zeitung (Nut Liberal) 
says; ‘“‘He cannot sympathize with those 
who deny that anybody, whether noble- 
man or burgher, has the right to express 
his political opinions by parliamentary 
opposition.”’ 

The Radical jouriials comment as fol- 
lows: . 

Vossische Zeitung: ‘The ivy rather lives 
on the tree than protects it When the 
storms come the tree does not require any 
ivy to protect it if its roots have struck 
into sound ground, The speech does not 
@eveal \yhich party the Emperor regards 
as the professional opponents of his goy- 
ernment.” 

Volks Zeitung: ‘‘The Agrariaus will be 
unable to avoid response to the Emperor's 
appeal to glose their ranks and support 
the government.” 

Borsen Zeitung: “‘It is a sign of the 
times that the Emperor attributes the 
duty of protecting the ouk to the nobility 
alone, His Majesty's other faithful subjects 
would hail an appeal to them to fight for 
him against social democrats and an- 
archista”’ 

Tageblatt: ‘It is quite characteristic of 
our present political situation that the 
Emperor should be forced repeatedly to 
bring lis authority to bear on the opposi- 
tiou of the Prussian nobility. Evidently 
lie desired to build for them a yolden 
bridge on which they could return to the 
government's side aud aiditin the strug- 
gle against reyolutionary movement We 
trust that the Emperors references point- 
ed to only spiritual combat, not to new re- 
pressive laws.”’

Lonpon, Sept. 10.—The explanations of 
Justin MoCartby and John Dillou in re 
gard to the circular iasied in the name of 
the Irish party appesling for funds leave 
the Hoalyites na greatly diseatistied as 
ever, The executive committee of the 
Trish National League of Great Britain 
assume the responsibility for the issuance 
of the ciroular, but flatly deny that they 
forwarded a copy of tho letter to Mr. 
Gladstone or to auy moutber vf the min 
jatry. Taking this denial for what it is 
worth, it is inexplicable in the face of the 
now well-known fact that 12,000 copies of 
the ofroular were distributed. lt was 
obviously w general appeal to tho Kuylish 
liberals to contribute to the Trish parlia 
mentary fund, and Messrs, MeCurthy, 
Dillon and Tom O'Connor must have been 
cognizant of it, The event assumes the 
proportions vf a matter of first importance 
as assisting Tim Healy to exercise coutrol 
of the next meeting of the Irish party 
when the matter of selecting au executive 
officer to succeed Mr. McCarthy will be 
acted upon, Mr. McCarthy is certain to 
retire from the presidency at the expira- 
tion of his term, aud Healy apparently has 
it in his power to naine his successor if not 
to assume the office himself. 

Mr. Sexton malutains wa discreet silence 
in rogard to the new turn of 
affairs, and the belief is becoming general 
that his reticence is due to the fact that 
he bas discovered, as everybody else has, 
that he compromised himself by his asser- 
tion in the course of debate in the Honse 
of Commons that neither to the Govern- 
ment norto any wealthy English partisau 
of Irish howe rule bas any nietber of the 
Irish party been indebted for a penny, 
nor will any of them ever be. This de- 
claration is the theme of sarcastic cam- 
ment on the part of the Unionist organs 
and Mr. Sexton is no doubt ashamed of 
his positive utterauces iu view of the sub- 
sequent developments 

Michael Davitt, however, strikes a dif- 
ferent attitude, He varmly defends the 
acceptatice of the contributions of Mr, 
Gladstone aud Lord Tweedmouth and 
frankly says he wishes more Liberals wou'd 
follow their examples, Mr. Davitt refates 
the charge of want of independence in 
taking the money. No poxsible humilia- 
tion of the Irish party, he declares, is as- 
sociated with the acceptance of this money 
any more than there is in the receipt and 
acceptance of funds from any other source, 
He accuses Mr, Healy of being a malicuant 
enemy to the unity of the party and says 
that he would make a model Parnellite of 
the later schoul. 

Mr. Hoaley’s suggestion thut the confri- 
bution of Mr, Gladstoué aul Lord Tiweed- 
mouth ought to be returned to those 
gentlemen is ridiculed by Mr, Davitt, who 
insinuates that Mr. Healy for his own ad- 
vantage would not hesitate to accept the 
same money. The present outlook is that 
the upshot of the whole affair will be the 
triumph of Healy, temporary though it 
may be, The Healyite: members already 
number thirty in the House of Commons 
and as they ure likely to ubtaih accessions 
through the Gladstone-Tweedmouth affair 
they threaten to control the Irish party. 
Mr, Healy is making arrangements to 


start in Dublin a daily newspaper devoted 


to his interests. In the meantime the Par- 
nellite members are complacently relying 
upon the disruption of their opponent 
factions asa meaue of strongthening their 
position at the coming elections.

He Wasa the Mead of tho Hourbon Family, 
the Royal House of France, 
|  Lonpon, Sept. 10,—The Comte do Paris 
died on Saturday. Vhe family and the 
oldest sorvauts of the family were all in 
attondduce, and to each. one the head of 
the royal house of France feobly said a 
fow kind words of farewell, aftor which 
| the family knelt at the bedside and offered 
: up heartfelt prayers for the dying, 

Death had marked the Count beyond 
hope for many days past, but the sick 
mio lingered on hour after bour, day 
after day, the light of life flickering fainter 
every moment, until at last it gently wont 

out, 80 gently, Indeed, that some time 
| elapsed before the fatal verdict was an 
nounced 

Louis Philippe Albert D'Orleans was a 
son of the late Duc D'Orleans and a grand 


son of the late King Louis Philippe of 
France, He was born iu Paris on August, 
1838, aud accompanied by his mother, 


the late Duchess D'Orleans, he witnessed 
the storiny scene in the Freneh Chambers 
which followed the revolution of February, 
1848. The Comte de Paris was educated 
at Claremont, Englund, by his mother, 
who died tliere in 18538. During the Civil 
War the Comte de Paria aud his brother, 
the Duo de Chartres, accompanied by their 
uncle, the Prince de Joinville, visited 
America and wore welcomed by the United 
States governmont aud by Geu, McClellan, 
upon whose staff the two young princes 
served with the rank of captains 

At the conciusion of the year 1871 the 
Comte de Paris was adinitted «» member of 
the National Assembly at Varsailles, under 
President Thiers, and on December 22, 
1872, the Assembly voted the restitution 
of the property of the Orleans family. 
The late Comte de Chambord, the repre- 
sentative of the older branch of the Bour- 
bons, and the Comte de Paris had an in- 
terview at Frolsdorf, August 5, 1875, 
during which the latter acknowledged the 
Comte do Chambord as the head of the 
royal house of France, 

After the death of the Comte de Cham- 
bord, August 24, 1883, fhe great majority 
of the legitimists acknowledged the Comte 
de Paris as his sticcessor, Accompanied 
by his eldest son, the Duc D'Orleans, the 
Comte again visited the United States in 
1890. 

‘thé Comte de Paris married hls cousin, 
Princess Marie Isabel Francoise D’ Assiso 
Antonia Louisa Fernanda, eldest daugh- 
ter of the Duc de Montpensier, May 30, 
1864, aud has six children, three sons and 
three daughters, His eldest son is Prince 
Louis Philippe Robert Duc D'Orleans, born 
at Twickenham, England, February 6, 
1869; his eldest daughter, born at the same 
lace September 25, 1865, is queen of 

ortugal, 

The remains of the Comte de Paris 
be buried at Weybridge, Surrey. 

Besides the late Comte’s son there are 
two other pretenders to the throne of 
Frauce, Don Carlos, Duke of Madrid, and 
General. de Bonrbon, who stylea himself 
Duc D’Anjou, aud who claims the throne. 
Their pretensions, however, are ridiculed. 

Lonvon, Sept. 10.—The Berlin corres- 
poudent says that the German dailies 
spoak of the Count of Paris as au amiable 
mau who never expectad and probably 
never wislied to become king. The Vienna 
press makes « sitnilar comment. Théo

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DEGRADED FOR COWARDICE 


China Strips One of Her Adnirals of 
His Peacock Feathers. 


MASSING TROOPS ON THE OOAST 


She is Drafting Hor Troops From the [Ln- 


terior in Anticipation of an Attack— 


Floods Around Pekin Keep the Japan- 


ose Forces From Attacking the Ohinese 
Capital 


Lonpon, Sept. 10.—The Central News 
correspondent in Shanghai says: That 
the Chinese have ceased sending reinforce- 
ments to Corea via Manchuria. Troops 
aro now being drafted from the interior 
for the coast garrisons, prosumably in 
anticipation of an attack, 

Tho Japanese are repairing the roads 
around Seoul to facilitate the movements 
of troops, Sickness is prevalent in the 
Chinese camp near Ping Yang, owing to 
tho continued rains and the bad condition 
of the provisions, 

The Morning Post to-day prints this 
despatch from Shanghal: ‘‘Admiral Ting, 
commanding the Chinose flost in the Gulf 
of Pechill has beon degraded for cowardice 
and incapacity, deprived of the peacock 
foather and ordered to leave the fleet and 
take a minor command ashore, The reason 
for this summary action is not given. 
Hitherto Ting has been regarded as an 
able officer. His disgrace is believed to 
be due to his failures to prevent the en- 
trance of the Japanese fivet into the Gulf 
of Pechili and consequent capture of an 
island in Society: bay. 

“The native newspapers state that Li 
Hung Chang is trying to procure the 
mediation of the Uuited Kingdom or 
Rossis. The Emperor and Dowager Em 
press are furious on this account and will 
not listen to the suggestion. 

“The country in tho neighborhood of 
Pekin is inundated. The gov ernment has 
ordered that no attempt be made to reduce 
the flood since the water would be pro- 
tection against a Japanese advance upou 


Pekin, which is feared, The Chinese 
menace the lives of all Japanese. They 
try to prevent neutrals from loading 


cargoes for Japan,” 

The Times publishes this despatch from 
Shanghai: An extraordinary mission has 
arrived in Tion-Tsin conyeying birthday 
presents from the King of Corea to the 
Dowager Empress. The mission will pro 
ceed to Pekin. There was a collision be- 
tween the Chinese and Japanese near Ping 
Yang on the 7th. The high water almost 
prevents military operations. 

The Times correspondentin Tien-Tsin 
says: Tho British minister and the Vice- 
roy have signed a convention by which 
the telegraphs are to be connected with 
those of Burmah and India, The Ameri 
can gunboat Monacacy has arrived here, 
The war news received here is regarded as 
worthless. 


WRECKED IN A TUNNEL, 





A Blunder of the Signal Operator Costs 
the Lives of Two Men. 

Nonta Apams, Mass,, Sept, 10,—By tho 
railroad wreck in Hoosac tunnel Saturday 
night two men lost their lives and three 
others were very seriously injured, 

A freight train had to stop in the tunnel 
to repair a break on the engine. By some 
blunder a second freight train was per 
mitted to follow into the tunnel before the 
first was out of the way, and crashed into 
the standing train. The two men killed 
were William Turpeny, Fort Edward, 
N.Y., brakeman, and George Minnick, 
Fitchburg, brakeman. 

The tunnel was completely blockaded by 
the wreck, and it wus impossible to get 
trains throngh yesterday. The accident 
was due to the blunder of the operator in 
the signal tower at the entrance to the 
tunnel. 

A. W. Hodgkins, the operator, has been 
arrested and a warrant has been issued for 
the arrest of A. M. Crosier, the operator 
at the other end of the tunnel.

It 
is claimed that the duty accruing to the 
Government, say in three years, would iu

CRISP! SPEAKS AT NAPLES. 


Lis Komarks Considered to Express More 
Than Usual Siguiflonuce.

The politicians and clergy here regard 
this speech as the weightiest utterance of 
years, Its whole letter and spirit, they 
say, Suggest the approach to an under- 
standing between the government and the 
church.

$7,500,000, divided iuto 150,000 suares of 
$50 each, 

According to.the complaint, the company 
was orginized by John OC. Beatty for his 
sole interest and benelit aud to enable hin 
to realize $7,500,000 on n tract of worth- 
less Jand containing 1,500,000 ucres ou the 
Altar river in the province of Setiora in 
Mexico, to which le did uot even have a 
title. 

Having organized the compauy aud ob- 
tainelt the issas of the capital stock by al- 
feged fraudulent and fictitivus statements 
John C. Beatty went about negotiatious 
with the object of transferring the laud 
to the company for the whole of 
its total siock or $7,500,000, ‘Liew laud 
forined part of Whatis Kuown in Mexioo 
aa the Jocker concession, the meiuiug of 
which is not explained. in tae couplaiut 
but it is charyedthat John O, Beatty had 
no title to it, 

Ths board of directors, it is charged, 
were then, as now, the mere tools and 
creatures of Jolin C, Beatty, ready and 
willing to carry out his beliest, The presi- 
deut of the board was Charles H. Dow, 
and by a vote of the majority it was agreed 
to trausfer 250,000 shares of the company 
to John C. Beatty for $7,760,000 as soon 
as it was possible to carry out.the trans: 
action. Meatty’s factotums made no effort 
to inveativate either the cliaracter of the 
land or the yeuntineness of Beatty's claim 
to it.

In March last James H, Beatty obtained 
from the Supreme Court of the astute of 
New York a mandamus requiring the 
directors to show him the books, but John 
©. Beatty went off to California taking the

The proposed new constitution of the

ON BOARD THK RAGNVALD JARL, Spitz 
bergon, May 6.—It is a beautiful Sunday 
afternoon in tho arotics, and we are tied 
to an looberg in latitude 78,50 north We 
are off Princo Charles foreland, about 
five miles from its northern termination, 
or only 88 milos from Dane's island, the 
point whioh we are trying to make for the 
establishment there of our summer head 
quarters. Since yesterday wo havo had 
several battles with the fee, in each of 
which we have come out victorious, Our 
first oncounter was not a vory serious one

prow of tho Jarl for tho first time ran 
against the serried front of her endmy and 
shivered all her timbers in the effort, it 
was in the expectation that we had met 
the heavy pack {ce which comes down 
from the north and were doomed to many 
days of proyoking delay. But not so, Tho 
joe was light, or what is known as spring 
foc, haying been recently formed by a drop 
of tho temperature upon water whence the 
heaylor or winter's joo had been floated 
away by wind or tide, There are many 
different kinds of foe in this region, and 
our introduction to them has so far been 
on an ascending scale. The most forml- 
dablo of all ico is that known as the pack, 
formed through season after season, bro- 
ken up or underrun till the natural thick- 
ness of about 8 feet is increased sometimes 
to 30 or 40 feet. Wo have as yet seen none 
of this ice. Next to itis what is called 
winter foe, which is usually comparative: 
ly leyol and from 6 to 8 fect thick, Third 
in tho list is this spring ice, which we aro 
now meeting. It is from 1 to 8 feet thick, 
though rarely the latter. 

The Crow's Neat. 

If it lay in continuous sheets, a ship 
could not be forced through it, but fortu- 
nately it lies in small masses, all snow 
covered, and the Jarl easily forces them 
aside and plows along. Captain Bottelfsen 
is in the crow’s nest, spyglass in hand, 
picking out the road. Now and then ho 
calls out to the mate on the bridgo below, 
‘Luff her!’’ or ‘‘Steady!’’ or ‘‘Larboard!"’ 
as the case may be, and motions also with 
his arm hanging over the side of his nest. 
The crow's nest, the reader may or may 
not know, is simply a large barrel lashed 
to the topmast, as high as it can be safely 

laced. Itis deep enough to contain the 
y of aman, and a wind guard, moy 
able, protects his face against the florce- 
ness of arctic blasts. Nevertholess it is a 
cold berth, especially in stormy weather. 
With a high wind and a temperature 20 or 
80 degrees below freezing, a vigil up here 
makes enormous demands upon the vital 
forces. Yet many a skipper has found it 
necessary to remain six or cight hours ata 
time in his crow’s nest, getting his craft 
out of difficulties, with the mercury even 
lower than that point of which we aro 
speaking. If Captain Bottelfsen wore not 
such a modest man, he could tales unfold 
of long watches in tho barrel during his 
15 years of arctio navigation. 

This loose winter ico, which was encoun- 
tered off Bell sound, 4 sort of bay corre- 
sponding generally to the Melvillo bay of 
the Greenland waters, gave us little trou- 
blo till we had reached its farther end, and 
there the tide and wind together had 
pressed it so compactly that the Jarl 
moved but a few feet in o minute and 
finally stuck fast. Then Captain Bottelf- 
sen sang out an order to the machinist, 
the engines were backed, leaying a clear 
waterway forward, and with the machin- 
ery driven at doublo speed we rushed for- 
ward. Witha bumpanda grind and a 
final long pull, the Jarl forced her way 
through the obstacle, and on reaching the 
open water beyond bounded away like a 
boy let out of school. 

Our detention here had been of but a 
few hours’ duration, and with clear water 
along the coast and the southern end of 
Prince Charles foreland, about 20 miles 
away, we steamed along in tho best of 
spirits. 

At thoright are the snow covered moun- 
tains of the Spitzbergen coast, and the air 
is so warm and genial that we accuse 
Captain Bottelfsen of haying playcd some 
sallorinan's joke upon us apd brought us 
to the tropics instead of the arotios. For 
answer he points to one of the peaks which 
guard the entrance to Ico flord and ro- 
t4e),s that {tis in. latitude 77, We con- 
eratulate ons another upon our duck, which 
is already seen to be phenomenal. In the 
morning of the fourth day out from Trom- 
60 we are well within tho Spitzbergen 
seas, and our skipper says woe are likely to 
find & clear road to Dane's Island, with 
the cautious proviso that trouble may be 
met with off the foreland, a little farther 
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LOAN COMPANIES AND BUILDING

A little before noon Captain Bottelfsen ; 


asked me to goto tho crow’s nest 
him to take a look at the lee, He thought 
ho saw o way out of our difficulty, but 
owing to our great desire to savo coal 
Wherever poesiblo he did not like the re 
sponsibility of moving without orders. 
This was my first oxperionce with crows’ 
nests. To get into one of these contriv: 
ances you have to do much more than 
push the lutton and step aboard when the 
clovator car comes along. You have to 
climb 60 feet to the forotop upon a rope 
ladder, Arriving there, you find it neces- 
sary to swing yourself upon the little deck 
which is lashed there, and this process 
very much resembles crawling outof a 
four story window and upon the cornice of 
the story overhead, Thon you ascend an- 
other rope ladder, which Is now becoming 
provokingly parrow, and prosently find 
yourself plump against a mast, with anum- 
ber of lines of hemp and steel running down 
from the point which you can barely reach 
with your hands, Still above you is the 
barrel which answers for a ngst. To got 
{nto it you have to perform some sort of 
norobatic fent, lifting yourself up by your 
hands, getting one of your feet a great 
deal higher than your head, and squirm- 
ing in. 

In this particular crow's nest there is 
no way of getting in through a trapdoor 
in the bottom, in which respect it differs 
from most contrivances of tho sort, You 
must getin at the top of the barrel. A 
sailorman finds it very easy, particularly 
when the ship is rolling violently, for he 
gets on the upper side and falls in when 
she dips. 

But fora landlubber it is exceedingly 
difficult, and you finally get into the bar- 
tel with the breath all out of your body, a 
great deal of the skin gone from your 
hends and shins, and a confused sort of 
idea in your mind as to whether you are 
an arctio explorer or a performer in some 
one's three ring cirous. 

But there is reward for the effort, though 
it cannot be said that there is always room 
atthe top. Tho view from a crow’s nest 
is something indescribably exhilarating, 
but with two men in one barrel there Is 
not much space for moving about and 
keeping up a circulation of the blood. One 
of these arctic scenes is fine enough from 
the deck, but from the crow’s nest its 
beauty and interest are magnified a thou- 
sandfold. I used to think that the man 


who sat at adesk and directed the des- 
tinles of a great newspaper had about 
reached the summit of earthly power and 
Was enjoying an ideal fascination of con-

tho mass, advantage was taken of the 
prosonce of 4 large feeborg, against which 
the prow of tho ship was gently run, while 
a nimble sailor, inoin hand, jumped from 
the bowaprit tu o and unde fast ton 
couplo of protrustons from the surfneo of 
the berg, which freatly resembled mooring 
posta and appeared as if they had been put 
there by the kind hand of Dame Nature 
for our conyenienos No better harbor 
could bo desired. The berg, nearly square 
in shape and about 120 feeb on each of its 
sides, rose an average of 15 feot from the 
water, and was deep enough therefore, 
one-sixth porbaps of its bulk being above 
the surface, to ground in water 15 fath- 
oms deop, Though the tide was carrying 
tho Hight ico to the south at a rato of fully 
two miles an hour, our anchor berg re- 
mainod fast, and in the leo of it we found 
a porfect hayon, 

This doyice of tying up to icebergs Is of- 
ton omployed in the arctios and is somo- 
times of prime advantage to tho nayiga- 
tor. But it has its disadvantages as well, 
as many & skipper has found to hia sor- 
row. Ships made fast to leebergs haye 
been damaged or dyon sunk by the over- 
turning of the mags, caused by disturb- 
ance of the center of gravity through wast- 
ing away in its lower parts. It is one of 
the axioms of arctic navigation that ships 
should nover be mado fast to icebergs un-

essary, but In our case there was no dan- 
ger becauso tho mass was so large and 
square that it could not by any possibility 
be overturned. It is hy far the largest berg 
we hayo secn,.and we could not aveid the 
thought that if we had it safely anchored 


in New York harbor it would make our 
fertunes as a stunmer resort. 

While tied to the big berg occurred one 
of the tragic incidents common cnongh 
to the arctics, but quite shocking to ama- 
teurs like ourselves, <A big seal was scen 

, in the water several hundred yards from 
the ship, and Captain Pedersen, who is 
as sly a dog as over nayigated these parts 
and up to all the tricks of the trade, be 
gan calling out in asiren voice: *'Oo-Jah, 
oo-lah! Lah, lah, Inh! Oo-lah, ooluh! 
Lah, lah, lah!’’ whereupon the seal, filled 
with curlosity to know what these cries 
meant, was lured nearer and nearer to the 
Jarl. <As he came within about 50 yards 
and was in the actof climbing upon a 
piece of ice Mr, Franklin let drive with 
his rifle, hitting the poor brute in the head 
and causing the blood to discolor the 
sea. Though we made every effort to get 
a boat hook into the dying victim in time 
to rescue his carcass, he died too quickly 
for us and sank to tho bottom of tho sen 
It looks like cruel sport to lure a poor 
devil of a seal to hfs fate in this manner, 
especially when we neithor necd his flesh 
nor hayo much chance of getting it before 


\\ the waters swallow him up. 


Divine services were held in the cabin 
this evening, at which all the members of 
the expedition were present. Dr. Mohun 
read tho sermon on the niount, Mr, Dodgo 
led in singing ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,” 
accompanied by Mr. Franklin on a har.

Connwaut, Ont,, Sept, 14.—At the in- 
thes on the body of Patrick Cosgrove in 
the town hall there was a large and anx- 
fous crown present, all eager to have some 
light thrown on the mysterious death of 
Cosgrove. 

The first witness was James Smith who 
found the body. He deposed as follows: 
"I went into the coal shed about 7 o'clock 
on Thureday morning and saw deceased 
lying against the coal screener with his 
face covered with blood. I notified the 
neighbora and wentforthe police, Police- 
man “Smith had deceased moved to head- 
quarters. Deceased’s hat was in another 

art of the shed about 30 feet from where 
is body lay, His hat was on a plank 


which was spotted with blood. There 
Was no weipon in the shed,” 
Peter Barry, the next witness, sworn, 


said; ‘I live in the house immediately ad- 
joining the coalshed. TI was intoxicated 
Tuesday evening and retired about eight 
o'clock at night. Did not hear any cries 
or noise about tho premises. My step- 
daughter's husband, Carney, lives in the 
same house with mo.” 

George Speck followed Barry as a wit- 
ness and said; “I was going home be- 
tween 11 and 12 o'clock on Monday night, 
aud when about half a block from the 
coal shed heard cries of murder, I could 
hot see any one in that vicinity. The cries 
having ceased I wont heme, but did not 
uotity the police,” 

Patrick Cosgrove, o namesake of the 
dGecensed, but wo relation, was also ex- 
ainined, bat nothings important was 
bronght out in his examination, 

The jury then retired to éxamine the 
spot where the body was found, after 
Which the inqueat was adjourned until 
tonight in order to allow the doctors to 
hold a post mortem examination, 

Doctors Granelly and Wagner held the 
exiinination. Their report will be brought 
in today, when the inquest will be re- 
sumed, It is understood their report will 
Pro w that deceased Was hit behind the left 
ear with some blaut ilistrament which 
caused doath, 

Wm, Carney, alias Dablin, who was 
caught in the act of stealing a beehive in 
the orvhard of David Kyle on Monday 
evening, aud Who lives abont ten yards 
from the place where deceased was found, 
skipped the town on Tuesday morning. 
[te was expected tliat Carney could throw 
some light on the murder if he could be 
found. Consta le Crites took the case in 
hand and Carney with his pal, Arthor 
Robinson, was arrested in Morrisburg last 
eyeing, Carney may not have had a 
laud in the affair, but his atrange move- 
mente after it was generally kuown that 
Cosgrove could not recover le@® the autho- 
ritier to believe he and his pal know some- 
thing about the affair. He will be brought 
back here to day.

Both the guns and the carbines 
use smokeless powder and the cartridges 
are the same size, 60 that they can be used 
for either. One guu will probably be 
placed at Regina and the other at Calgary, 
but this is not definitely settled, Mr, Ives 
also purchased a quautity of books for the 
library of the force, which is sustained 
from the fine fund reserved for that pur- 
pose.

Avd Tell of Leaving Cornwall in Company 
With & Man Named Green to Escape 
Arrest for Stealing Fruit—The Latter 
Told Them of Having Knocked a Man 


Down in the Shed. 


CoRNWALL, Ont., Sept. 15.—An nunex- 
pected light has been thrown onthe death 
of Patrick Cosgrove who was found lying 
in acoal shed on Water street in this 
town on Tuesday morniug aud died the 
following day. 

The adjourned inquest was held in the 
Music Hall and after the evidence of 
Wagner and Gravely, who made the post- 
mortem, had been taken, Carney, alias 
Dublin, and Henderson wero examined. 

The two meu left Cornwall on Tuesday 
morning in company with another mau 
named Green to uvold arrest for stealing 
plums. The proviotis evening they went 
to Massena, N.Y,, and thence to Wad 
dington, On Binraday afteruoon Carne7 
and Henderson cromed to Morristown, 
leaving Green at Waddington, On lauding 
at Morrisburg they were arrested on the 
Strength of a Totter from Constable Crites, 
of Coriwall, on suspicion of complicity 
in the death of Cosgrove, to which their 
sudden disap praranice fave color, The 
two men*Wege brought to Cornwall lust 
evening by Polleemun Smith, and were 
called after the medical men liad given 
symeapel 

Carney told how lie had spent Monday 
night, including the stealing of the plams 
in company with Henderson and Green, 
aud that they liad. left “because the owner 
of the plums had threatened arrest, 

Henderson was tlien called aud cor- 
roborated the evideuce of Carney, bat in 
telliny the siery of their jouruey from 
Cornwall’ to Waddington he stated that 
Green liad told thom thot after they had 
parted on Monday evening, after stealing 

the plcms, he weut into the coal shed, 
which was near his boarding hause, aud 
there saw a watlying down. He stirred 
himup aud asked what he was doing 
there. Vhe mau «nid le wanted a place 
to sleep, adv he had wo money, though he 
hoped to get a hotelkeepor to keep him, 

Green went to bed, but got up and weat 
into the shed again, pretending to be an- 
other party, He stirred the man again 
and received about the same anawer as 
before. He struck him with his fist and 

the man fell, Green then rifled the man’s 
pockets but he found no money, He then 
went to bed and next morning went to the 
shed aud saw the wan lying there, There

Dolayed the Party Until Too Late in the 


Sensou The Attempt to Cross Greenland 


Vostponed for Another Year—The Mx- 


pedition a Saccess Sclentifiently, 


Sr. Jouns, Nfd., Sept. 17. --The steamer 
Falcon haa returned bringing the Peary 
aud auxiliary expeditions, except Peaty 
himself and Lee Henson, who both remain 
another year in hope of successfully cross 
ing Greenland, which they failed to ac 
complsh this year, The expedition met 
the most untivorable conditions all 
through Jast fall 

Moat of the expedition last fall anil win 
ter was devoted to preparations for the in 
lund ice journey to Independence Bay, 
which began ou March 6 with a party of 
eilit men, twelve sledyes wnd ninety-two 
dogs. Five natives also nssisted® during 
the first two or three days of the mouth of 
March, On April 18th, Peary, Baldwin, 
Eutrikin avd Clark, with twenty-four dogs 
aud twenty sledges, arrived at Anulversary 
Lodge, having advanced in 81 days 134 
m les and there reached their remnining 
supplios and equipment, leaving Astrup 
Lee and Davidson in charge, Dr. Vincent 
having been previously sent back, jucapi- 
ciutated from service. 

Bad weather aud a succeasion of storms 
culminated on March 19 while 25 members 
of the expedition were at camp 40 miles 
froin Anniversary Lodge, at an elevation 
of 5,500 feet, In the eqnonital storm, 
which continued for four days, the tem- 
perature averaged from 45 to 55 degrees 
below zero and reached a minimum of 60 
deyrees and the wiud for 34 consecutive 
hours blew 48 wiles an hour. The com- 
bination of temperature aud velocity of 
wind, itis believed, will break the record 
as far above that sustained by any other 
Arctic exploring party, All of the ex- 
plorers escaped serious injury except Dayid- 
sun, Whosv left foot was frozen, but he 
has since fully recovered, Muny of the 
dogs were frozen solid and others bad to 
bs chopped out of the ice, 

Messrs, Peary, Baldwin, Enstrikin and 
Clarke pueled on and in a fow days were 
85 miles further. The maximum day's 
march was,18 wiles. The plague baying 
carried off many dogaeEntrikin being un-

ONE DIES FROM HIS INJURIES 


Seven Fives lo All Lost by the Murning

Charred Modies Recovered —s roperty

WASHINGTON, Sept, 18.—A_ fire alarm 


yestorday oiled the fire departinent to the 
cortier of Massuclinsetts avenue and K 
alreets, whore a fire had been discovered 
in the mattress factory owned aud operated 
by Stomph & Bros. This was soon fol 
lowed by a general alario, avd in « short 
Cineallof the eupines in the clty were on 
the scone, but su quickly did the Hames 
aprent that the operatives employed on tie 
fourth and Ofth floors were obliged to flee 
tothe roof and coupelled to jump tor 
their lives before the trucks carrying the 
long ladders hind arrived. : 

One of thow, James E. Vaughn, ens 
tained fractures of both loge and internal 
injuries, from which le dial a few hours 
after, The other three who leaped escaped 
with more or leas severe injuries, bnt all 
will recover. Albert J. Maske bad both 
Jeys brSkei ond was otherwise severely in 
jured. Arthur FE. Bevaus was bruised ij- 
wirdly and had his wrist sprained, nnd 
Harry Bucou was badly braised. 

So rapid aud compleie was the work of 
the flames that within leas than balf an 
hour from the time of their di-covery the 
greater part of the four Walls had fallen in 
wud by 2.30 pain. the firemen had tpulled 
down the sole remiining piecs of brick 
work over 20 feet in lieiuht which marked 
the location or the handsome five-storey 
etruc\ure which had stood there two hours 
before. 

Tho work of searching the debris for the 
bodies of those who were kuown to have 
been in the bnildiug and not accounted for 
was begun. ‘So far as could be learned 
the missing ones tire Henry Fowler, Phil 
Ackerman, Robert Reitzel, William Ten- 
n sou, Willie Ache, a little boy, and one 
other, an engineer, name aonkuown, and 
this includes all of the dead, 

It was not long before the searchers 
fortud Yiree bodies close together about 15 
feet from the K street entrance, every par- 
ticle of clothing burned from them and 
the bodies slurred beyond hone of recog- 
Pition. One of them of smailer stature 
than the others is supposed tu be that of 
the boy Ache, It was not until half-past 
5 u’clock that the searchers found another 
of the missing ones, This body was dis- 
covered within « few feet of the engine on 
tle ground floor and is presniumably that of 
the eugine@, and this also was burned be- 

yond any chauce of recognition, ‘The four 
Dodi-s Iie atthe morgue, One barely dis- 
tiignitbable from the other except for the 
numbers placed on the cliarred corpses. 

The tire, besides destroying the Stninpli 
building, consuméd the Woodraff build- 
fuu, a factory where all the government 
files are wade, and the falling walle of 
these buildings crnshed Hall Germack’« 
furniture house, filled Benner’s marbie 
yard wad injured the Homeopathic dispen- 
sary buildiug on the Massachusetts avenue 
road, Ou K street beside the Offensteiu 
horse shoeitiy establishment, an oyster de- 
pot and a buildiug ovcupid by a Goapel 
mission and the Horse aud Cattle Foud 
Do. suffered demolition. .

M.P., died at his residence here yesterday 
He had been ill for a couple of weeks past, 
Mr. Rochester was born at Rouse’s Point 
in 1822 and came to Bytown with his 
father and family in 1827, the period no- 
table for the commencement of tho Rideau

and has therefore lived 62 yoars in Ottawa 
and its vicinity, The family was Euglisb, 
Mr. Rochester, the eller, haying come to 
Amerioa in 1818, settling at Rouse's Point, 
where he remained for two yeara, then 
ooming to Canada, The decensed sat in 
the town council as early as 1855, shortly 
after the organization of the muuicipal 
goverament, and in all served eloven yeara 
as councillor and alderman, beiny selected 
by his fellow aldermen in 1870 and 1871 as 
mayor of the city 

Iu 1863 Mv. Rochester appesred as oandi- 
date for the Commons in Carleton but was 
unsuccessful aud did not seek the saffrages 
of the electors until 1872, when he was 
elected, He continued to represent Carle 
ton during three consecutive parliaments, 
For the Jast few years deceased has spent 
much of his tine in philanthropic and 
charitable work, tlhe interests of the Pro- 
testant hospital and the home for the aged 
being his particnlar care, Ho has ail 
along been noted for his warm hearted 
impulses, aud has been kuown to yo to 
the rescue of munya friend and family 
whon they were known to be sorely pressed, 
In politics Mr, Rochester was u Conserva 
tive. 

The Free Press editorially says in regard 
to Mr. Rochester: “'We have lost a tried 
and trusted personal friend, one moat inti 
mate aud esteemed and knowing him vo 
well as we did, we are the better able to 
folly appreciate the loss the public has 
sustained by his departure from thy midst 
of those amony whom le has labored se 
long and well, It may not be amiss to 
note, and perhaps it will interest our 
readers to learu, that Mr, Rochester aided 
in the establishment of the Free Press in 
the year 1869, aud the friendship which 
then commenced between the deceased aud 
its proprietor has continued unabated and 
unbroken ever since.”

Now I hold a natural society good in 
proportion as it answers what I believe to 
be its true purpose, and bad in proportion 
as it departs from that purpose, and instead 
of enlarging the lives of the individuals 
composing it, it crushes aud narrows them. 
For instance, when society recognizes the 
right of a comparatively few men to the 
exclusive possession of the soil, and there-

by prevent others from etijoying or using it 
except upon hard and stinting terms, I 
hold that society, in so far as it recognizes 
such an arrangement, is bad and fails of 
its purpose, because such an arrangement, 
instead of enlarging the opportunities for 
a full human life for everybody, cruelly 
curtails them for all workers and many 
others, and moreover is forcéd on tne suf- 
ferers against their will, and not arrived 
at, as ali social arrangements ought to be, 
by mutual agreement. 

Such is my view of human societies in 
general, and, of course, I endeavor to find 
out and make clear to myself and to others 
the main cause why our own existing soci- 
ety is here and now failing so dismally, in 
many directions, to fulfill its true fune- 
tion. I have arrived at the conclusion that 
these causes of failure are mainly two, 
First, the unhappy recognition of author- 
ity of man over man as a morally right 
principle, athing to be accepted andaub- 
mitted to, instead of being resisted as es- 
sentially evil and wrong. Second, the 
equally unhappy recognition of the right 
of property, i.e., the right of individuals 
who have complied with certain leyal 
formalities to monopolize material thinys, 
whether they are using them or need to use 
them or not, aud whether they have pro- 
duced them or not, 

To me this state of public conscience 
which permits these two principles of 
authority and of property to hold sway in 
our social life seems to be the root of our 
mieorably desocialized condition, and, 
therefore, I am against all institutions and 
all habits which are based on these princi 
ples or tend to keop them up,

A laweultb koown as MocQallough va. 
Anderson. McOalloogh was our hired- 
man tn 1893 and soed me for damages, 
asserting that my horse had kicked while 
he was chalning the stock. Some sixteen 
witnesses were sworn. Some of them had 
known the horse for ton years, the mosb 
of them laborers who had cleaned the 
stable and worked the horse, some of 
them for months, and some for yoare, and 
nob one disinterested witness had over 
known the horse to be otherwiee than 
peacable when they were clearing the 
stable, 1b was proved that the horse 
sometimes had very sore shoulders, and 
under such olrcumstances would balk, and 
then {f he was strack with a pitchfork or 
otherwise brutally abused he would kiok. 
McCallough himself swore he had known 
the horse for ten months, cleaning the 
stable behind him and somotimes working 
him ond had never seen anything bud 
kindness of the horse bat on that one 
occasion, and bwo witnesses swore that he 
had told them that on that occasion he had 
struck the horse’s foob with the 
stable scraper, and three more 
witncases swore that he (McCullough) had 
told them that he had reocelved serious 
{njarles, from which he never expected to 
recover before he came to work for us. He 
had worked nnder a written agreement and 
received his fall pay, and he had in addl- 
tiop to his full wages the keep of a horee 
aod milk for his family during the whole 
season, and other valuable favors bestowed 
opon him. Andtin the end his pastor,the 
Rey. Henry McQaade, anda kind nelgh- 
bor a, Mr, Walter Moy, urged MoOullough 
to submit any claims he thought he had 
for damage to an arbitration. This he re- 
fused todo. He knew he was worth no 
property, and hence we would have our 
own costs of a big lawsult to pay In any 
corse. The question then ts, should a man 
like McOullough, who Is worth no property 


and refused a falr and inexpensive sobtle- 


ment of a difficulty, not to be bound to 


give a reasonable seourlty for costs before 
commenolng an expenalve sult,

THE NAVAL FIGHT IN YALU RIVER 


Fucthor Particulars Make It a Japanese 


Victory Boyoud All Question—The Fleet 


of the Mikado in Control of the Sea 

Lussia Will Not Permit Japan to Annex

WASIUNGTON, Sept, 21,—Official con- 
firmation is obtained here of the report 
that four Chinese vexsela were sunk and 
one burned in the recent naval battle, 
The statemonut in the first account of the 
battle that three Japanese vesgels had gone 
down was doubted by the officials of the 
Japanese legation because no vessels in the 
Miknado’s nayy had names sach as those 
given. 

The officers of the Japanese legation 
predict tlie ultimate success of the Mikado’s 
forces, 
Tao Japan has obtained full possession of 
the Gulf of Pechili, which is the key to an 
invasion of the flowery kingdom, 

A strong Japanese fleet stationed there 
stands liitle chauce of being routed and 
Japanese troops can be lauded in China 
and Corea withont serious danger, With 
the Chinese northern fleet’ crippled and 
the southern fleet of little use on account 
of the ancient cliaracter of its vessels tho 
Chinese are not likely to make an advance 
on the strony fores of the enemy in the 
Gulf of Pechili. 

Loxpon, Sept. 21,—The correspondent 
of the Central News at Tien-Tsin tele- 
“raphe further details of the naval battle 
off the month of the Yalu river as follows: 

The work of transferring troops and 
ftores from the Chinese transports to the 
shore was proceeding rapidly when the 
Japanese Deet was sighted Admiral Ting 
signalled to his fleetto weigh anchor and 
form in line of battle. In obedience to 
this order the fleet was formed in u single 
line with the exception of the crniser 
Kwang-Kai aud Kwanuy-Ting and fonr tor- 
pedo boats, which were rormed in a second 
line wt the mouth of the river. The Japan- 
ose fleet advanced at full speed while the 
Chinese colamus were forming in line 
until they came within range, when the 
warships formed in line of battle, nine of 
theminthe firat columa and three guu- 
boats and five torpedo boats in the second 
column, ‘The tiring at the outset of the 
engagement was of an indifferent order, 
bat the Japanese were creevitig gradually 
closer to the Chinese slips and their gan- 
ners were improving their aim by practice. 

The Chinese burbette shio Ting-Yueu 
was the first to suffer any severe injury, a 
Japanese shell bursting in her battory. A 
ceaseless cannonade was kept up on both 
sides for an hour anda half, when the 
Japanese ship Saikio was rendered help- 
less, and, according to the assertion of a 
Chinese, sank soon afterwards. Two of 
the big gans of the battle ship Chon-Yuen 
were disabled, but she continued to use 
her smaller guns, The vessels of both 
fleets worked very ensily under steam and 
the Japanese were constantly manauvring, 
but the Chinese held their original posi- 
tion, Suddenly two Japanese cruisers, be- 
lieved to have been the Akitsushima and 
Yoshino, endeavored to break thé Chinese 
line. They were followed by three tor- 
pedo boats. As the Japanese ships ad- 
vanced at full speed the Chinese ships 
Ching-Yuen and Chao-Yung backed full 
speed astern to avoid a disaster. The 
Japnnese torpedo boats fired, but their 
projectiles were stopped by nets, The 

uns of the other Chinese ships were quick- 
y trained on the Japanese cruisers and 
they retired after a short time, also help- 
less. ‘Lhe Chinese aay they were sunk. 

The Ching-Yuen was several times 
pierced by shells, The Chao-Yung ran 
ashore while retreating and became a tar- 
get for the Japanese guns until she was 
set on fire, The Ching-Yuen was in a 
terrible plight, A slell burst through 
hor decks and she slowly foundered, while 
flaines burst from all parts of her, The 
Tsi-Yuen withdrow from the first into the 
second column. The Chinese torpedo 
boats vainly attempted to put the Japan- 
ese on the defensive, but the Japanese re- 
mained the aggressors throughout, al- 
though two or three attempts were made 
to break the Chinese Jine but wero re- 
pulsed. The cruiser Yang-Woi went 
hshore stern foremost and met a fate simi- 
lar to tbat of the Chao-Yung. After the 
firat three hours of the engagement the 
firing was intermittent, 

The captain of the cruiser Ching-Yuen 
fought bravely when his ship was little 
better than a wallowing wreck, until the 
cruiser was sunk by a torpedo and her 
crow engulfed. The scones at this point 
are described as appalling, Many gune 
on both sides were disabled, the battered 
ships rojled heavily and their steam 
yore were kept constuntly ot work to 

eep them afloat. During tho last hour of 
the battle some of the Chinese ships ran 
out of ammunition and sowe of the Japan 
eae ships threatened to founder, At dusk 
the Japanese ships moved slowly south 
ward in double ling 


It seems impossibly that the surviving

“Wonnded officers of the Chinese fleet 

confiraa the original report of the enyave- 
ment on the 17th instant They eay that 
the Chinese fleet arrived at the Yaln river 
on the afternoon of tha sixteenth and re- 
mained onteide of the mouth of the river 
while the transports were uploading. At 
11 o'cleck on the miorning of the 17th they 
sighted the smoke of the Japanese fleet 
which was approaching in two columns, 
The Chinese vessels steamrd out to moet 
them jn two columus converging on the 
flagship. The Japanese fleet consisted of 
12 slifps while the Chinese had 10° ships 
Phe Chinese admiral opened fire at a dis 
tance of 6,000 meters but the firing on 
both sides fell short until the oppostug 
veesels onine within 5,000 meters, the 
Chinese endeavored to coine to close Guar 
ters but wero prevented from accoiplish 
ing their parpose by the superior speed of 
the Japanese sbips, which, keeplug for 
the most pact two miles off, ianoenvred 
admirably aud made splendid slots with 
the long ranye quick-firing gans 

“The Chinese craiser Chih Yuen, Cap- 
tain Tan Shi Chang, early in the day 
closed with one of the enemy's ships at 
fall speed, intending toram her, Whether 
rammed or torpedoed, the Japanese ship 
turned over and sank. Four Japanese 
vessels then closed round the Chih Yuen 
and she was ripped up by shots under the 
water ling and went down with all hands, 
incliding Purvis, the engineer, 

“Meanwhile the battle raged furionsly 
round the flagship Ting Yuen dnd her 
consort, the Chen Yuen. Nickolls, a gun- 
nery offiver on the Ting Yuen, was killed, 
The Japanese ships were dificule to 
identify, butit is khown that the cruiser 
Yoshino received some damaging shots at 
close quarters. Some of the Obinese gan- 
nera devoted their attention especially to 
the Japanese cruiser Naniwa and succeeded 
in setting her on fire, but none of the 
Chinese officors saw her sink. 

"At five o'clock the five Japanese yes- 
sels still engaged in the fight turned and 
fled. The Chinese vessels pursued, but 
failed to overtake them, Next morning 
the Japanese fleet returned and torpedoed 
the stranded ships, The casualties of the 
Chinese fleet were exuctly as previously 
stated. The Japanese losses are uncertain, 
On comparing testimony from various 
sources it seems certain that four Japanese 
ships were destroyed and the remainder 
badly injured.”

OVER THREE HUNDRED FEET HIGH. 


The Magnificent Waterfall in Babrador 
First Deseribed & Short Time Ago, 

For many years vague reports of a great 
waterfall in Labrador near the headwaters 
of the Grand River had led men to explore 
the interior platenu of that region, bnt no 
satisfactory account has been given of the 
appearance of the falls nutil the recent 
publication of the results of an exploration 
undertaken by Henry G. Bryaut, of Phila- 
delphia. The object of this expedition, 
says the New York Evening Sun, was ex- 
pressly to verify the reports as to the height 
and location of this vatnral wonder. On 
Sept. 2 last year Mr. Bryant's party renclied 
the cataract, “Standing at the rocky 
brink of the chasm,” he has written, ‘‘s 
wild and tumultnous scene lay before ns, a 
BCEhY Pooressloy cietuc. ts Cher Ninicy and 
with details not to be apprehended in the 
first moments of wondering contemplation.

The Grand Falls are thus nearly twice as 
high as Niagara and are inferior to that 
cataract only in volume of water.

TRADE UNIONS IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


Overn Milllon Members in 599 Hodles— 
Tholr Incomes and Expenditures 

Oneof the leading features of the Labor 

Gazette of London for May is a brief sum- 
mary of the statistics of trade unions for 
tho year 1892, given pending the issue of 
fuller details in the report of the chief 
Iabor correspondent, now in the press, 
The reports of 599 soparate unious have 
been dealt with, 482 of which aro rogis- 
torod and 117 not rogistered, while 105 
have branches numbering in all 7,308, 
making up an aggregate of 1,237,367 mom. 
bers, The total income of all these socie- 
ties dealt with was abont $8,900,000, and 
the expenditure about $75,000 leas; 298 
sooloties, with a membership of 745,648, 
paid unemployed “benefit to the amount of 
nearly $2,000,000; 808 societies, with 1,- 
103,641 members, paid in dispute benefit 
$2,800,000; 198 unions, with 585,88Y mem. 
bers, paid in sick allowances over $1,- 
000,000, and 88 unions paid ns accident 
benefit to disabled members $89,000, For 
the purpose of comparing 1892 with 
the previous year only 881 unions are 
available, that being the number supply- 
ing returns for both yoars, Tho inorease 
of membership on these 381 unions during 
1892 was $2,161, or a little over 8 por cont 
upon the mombership of 1891. The total 
income of the 381 societies showed, how- 
evor, an increase of 21.8 per cent. There 
was also a very considerable riso in expen 

diture, amounting, in fact, to nearly 44 
per cont upon the outlay of 1891. The 
obief share of this increase wan duo to 
heavy demands upon the unemployed anf 
dispute benefits, which in 1892 absorbed 
$1,900,000 moro than in 1891, 

Particulars are also given with regard to 
co-oporative farming in England and Scot 
land in 1893 and 1802, Forty-seven sool 
etios have mado returns, showing that a 
total of 4,692 acres was being farmed in 
1503, an inoreaso of 1214 over 1892, Tho 
capital employed in 1898 was $450,000, an 
Increase of $29,000 over 1892; and the net 
loss sustained amounted to $2,190, as com- 
vared with $3,410 in 1892,

with tomatoes sliced, tomato shlad, broil- 
ed, baked, escalloped, boiled and stewed 
tomatoes, to say nothing of tomato jelly. 
Tomato jelly is the cook's last, best gift 
toman, The tomatoes should be scalded, 
skinned, strained and seasoned with pep- 
per and salt, As much gelatine, properly 
soaked and prepared, should be added to 
the strained tomatoes as would be to coffee 
or any other substance of which it was pro- 
posed to make jelly, The mixture should 
be poured into ring moulds and placed on 
ice, When quite hard the centres should 
be filled with hard-boiled eggs; chopped 
with olives and mixed with mayonnaise. 
Broiled tomatoes are good. Select large, 
firm ones and cut a thin slice from the 
stem end ofeach and take out the hard 
core from the centre. Place them close 
together on the broiler, with the cut side 
up. Sprinkle with pepper and salt; place 
over the coals and let them cook until 
they are thoroughly done, which will be in 
about twenty minutes, When they are 
cooked they should be removed from the 
broiler without pricking or breaking. 
Baked tomatoes are prepared in the 
same way and are placed, cut side upper- 
most, ina baking pan and cooked in a 
steady oven fora half hour, Escalloped 
tomatoes have the centres scooped out, 
mixed with bread crumbs, pepper, salt, a 
little parsley anda little butter, This mix- 
ture is put into the hollows and the toma- 
toes are baked.

The 
stoop Is all very well for speeding or turn: 
ing coruers, but it is moro fatiguing for 
avy distance over a mile, and so is a loss 
instead of a gain. If the handles are tight 
ly gripped, and tho arma used as rigid 
levers to brace the feet, a much more 
graceful and easy style of riding will re 
sult, with none of the cramped feeling the 
following day, Whon going up hilla rider 
will find he instinctively levers himself 
upon his arms to obtain the grovter motive 
power, and that shonld be suflicient to 
show at once the importance of this style 
of leverage in ordinary straight riding for 
a distance. By porsistont stooping a false 
growth or developmont is obtained, which 
will eventually not only round the should 
ors, but will cramp the epace occupied by 
the lungs, and so impede the breathing. 

No bioyole rider should confine his or 
her exercise to themachineonly, The ma- 
chine only plays upon one set of mnse-es, 
and therefore the others are in more or 
less danger of losing some of their usefal 
ness, Those who ride the wheel for 
health, as well as those who ride it fur 
speed, will do well to deyote a few miu- 
utes a day, in the morning and evening 
preferably, to the use of indian clubs and 
and dumb-bells, These should be nsed in 
the most free and swinging action, and in 
addition thére should be a certain amount 
of brisk walking done after the ride, This 
ia to set the inactive muscles to workiny. 

For those who wish to develop speed 
and enter for racing, there sre many pit 
falls to be avoided, for the system of train- 
ing hax totally changed around of late 
years, and from being injurious in many 
cases, has become a great aid to the health 
of young people if they will tuke only one 
precaution, viz, not go beyond their 
strength. Both for speed and lony-dis- 
tance riding the same rules hoid yood. 
The first great easential is not to atiempt 
to diet in any way! Eat what you feel in- 
clined to, bat avoid much pie, pastry und 
milk diets, and eat your fill of good meat 
and vegetables slowly, musticating well. 
The use of tobacco slionld be us limited as 
possible, The only other items are work, 
work and again work, 

Jump out of bed in the morning, take a 
cold bath, use the clubs and bells for 10 or 
15 minutes, and eata couple of crackers 
just to stay the stomach, then get ont of 
the house and walk a mile or so, finishing 
with a slow dog-trot run, just fast enongh 
not to drag, until tired,.or the wind gives 
out, but under no circumstances continue 
to cover a set distance to the distress of 
the runner. Then cast off, and walk 
quietly home so as to run no chance of 
taking cold, while eating o hearty break- 
fast exercise has prepared the stomach for, 
Take a light but substantial lunch, and 
wait until the evening before again exer- 
cising. This may be before or after meala, 
Riding should never be indulged in im- 
mediately after a heavy menl. Get ont 
the “bike,” see that all is right, mount 
and start to ride slowly, getting the ped- 
aling automatically correct as before de- 
scribed, 

Then increase to a good, hard, level 
pace, according to the road, and continue 
this, if possible, for at least two miles, in- 
creasing the distance as the condition im: 
proves, Neverspurt at the end, nor in 
any way distress yourself. Do this every 
day, without a miss, rain or shine, and the 
result will be apparent in a very few days. 
Ifarace is in prospect, it will take a 
month to produce uny condition to sapenk 
of, and not nntil the last week should the 
raciug distanco receive attention, then the 
ground may be covered twice a day (if 
under five miles)to accustom the rider to 
the distance posts, but no racing mtst be 
permitted, no speeding against the watch; 
too many races, both of mon and horses, 
are run the day before the race itself. 

Have a friend to time you some day 
whe you donot know ft, and so geta 
{alr gauge vf your speed, but the great 
secret is to slug away to the extent of your 
strength the whole line you train, with- 
ont over passing the limit where the sus- 
tained offort falters. The rider who 
does this most successfully is the one who 
wins.

~ Tn theold days arctic navigators thought 
foo wns nover formed upon tho surface of 
the sea. Thoy belioved that all tho leo In 
tho arctfo regions was Jand made, and 
many are the ambitious polar oxpeditions 
that came to gricf through attempting to 
follow out routes based upon thts errone- 
ous assumption. We know that ico does 


~  -— form upon the surface of tho sea, even at | 


uch slight cold as 20 F., becauso our ship 
Was several times stopped entirely by this 
young ico. Moreover, we saw the new foo 
in the process of formation, the sea being 
covered with little round masses of-con- 
grolation, very much resembling Hly pads 
in crystal. In 4 day or two, without dir- 
turbance by wind or current, these pads 
join together and form the continnous 
slieots of rubberlike ico by which we wero 
stopped. When a ship forces its prow 
against this fee, tho surfaco of thy water 
forsome distance about is set into a se 
ries of undulations, though no water can 
be seon, so elastic and so tough is the thin 
frozen covering. 

The Three Crowns, 

On getting out this morning and tak- 
ing our shower baths in a temperature of 
17 F., the temperature of the water being 
81, wo found the ship near tho entrance to 
King’s bay, ono of tho few places in Spitz- 
bergen where conl may be had, and with 
thtee remarkable peaks known as the Three 
Crowns looming up in the background. 
Magnificent glaciers camo down to tho 
sea, With water fronts 80 pr 100 feot high, 
bluo as the bluest of skies in sunny Italy. 
Tho glaciers could be traced back through 
the mountain passes as far as tho cyo 
could reach, or to tho high Inland ico, 
tempting our Norwegian mombers to go 
ashore and try their skis upon these per- 
fect and magnificent natural toboggan 
slides. The casy approach which these 
glaciers gaye to tho high inland ice of 
Spitzbergen suggested to us a possibility 
for future travel, In caso our ship should 
~ be frozen in hero for a long timo it would 

be wholly practicable for us to take our 
eledge equipment up tho glacier highwaf, 
across the inland ico, which is smooth and 
practicable as ao road, though desperately 
bleak and cold at this season of the year, 
andon tothe north of Spitzbergen and 
the seven islands. But of course such an 
alternative was not to be thought of as 
long as there was achance of reaching 
our headquarters point at Dane's island. 
}, Though the condition of the new ico was 
exceedingly unfavorable and Captain Bot- 
telfsen gave it as his opinion that we 
should only waste coal in trying, wo de- 
termined to goon. Though at free aT EP 
. ©] alor ate 20TO 0 Mm a 
Pafle aa, jp Lvugh the thin jellylike 
fs Yongth reached heayler ico in 
etached masses and then made much 
better progress. The road continued to 
fmproye, and by dint of good stcoring, 
with now and then a,hard bump, by 6 in 
tho evening we had passed the northern- 
most of the seven mountains and wero able 
to enjoy u fine view of Amsterdam {sland, 
the Hakluyt head and Dano’s sland. 
Much good it did our cyes to seo these 
lands looming up so near abead, and wo 
Were alsodelighted to perceive, beyond the 
northernmost land and out over tho great 
Arctic ocean, whiclr is to be tho theater of 
our drama—whethor comedy, tragedy or 
farce wo do not know—a water, sky. 

A big seal was seen upon a ploce of ico

Willingness to Kemain, 


DANE's ISLAND, Spitzbergen, May 10,— 


This is our third day at our summor head- 


quarters, and wo are nearly ready to try 
our luck farther north. By eventing wo 


shall finish our work here, the headquar- 


tors will be fully fitted out, and if the 
wind will permit we shall steam out for ; 


tho true arotlo wators, which aro the bor- 
dors of the unknown region. 


When we went on deck on the morning 


after arrival, woe found ourselves lying in 


o beautiful flord, called a‘‘gat’’ on the 


charts, after the Dutch, who in tho last 


century made this a rendezvous for their 


whaling ships, and surrounded on all sidos 
by high mountains, with sharp peaks, all 


snow covered and with mighty glaciers 


running down to the wator's edgo through 
o number of tho passes. Over tho sharp 
points of tho mountains the strong gale 
was driving snow in dense clouds much 
resembling ao fog. It was a true arctic 
scone, and one which we should have en- 
joyed much more had not the galo made 
tho temperature of 23 F, rathor biting to 


the handsand noses of those members of our 


party who quickly flung themselyes upon 
the ice for the first good exercise we had 
enjoyed for many a long day. Tho Jarl 
had been driven between two floos, the 
shore ends of which were fast and nfford- 


' ed, therefore, a safe hayen for the ship. 


Less than half a mile from the steamer, 
at the foot of a rugged mountain, stood tho 
house of Mr. Pike, an English gentleman 
who comes nearly every year to Spitzber- 
gon to hunt for deer, bear, seal and birds. 
Ho was kind enough to give us tho use of 
his house rent free, a courtesy which, you 
aay be sure, wo fully appreciate, as it 
saves us not only a considerable expense, 
bat also a yast deal of annoyance and 
time. 

It is a surprisingly good house that Mr. 
Pikouses as his shooting box away up 
here in tho arctics. 16 was constructed in 
Tromso and first erected there, tho tim- 
bers being marked for rebuilding here. 
Within it is lined with boards and build- 
ing paper, and all doors and window cas- 
ings are as tight as tight canbe. The 
structure is 40 fect long and 17 feet wide, 
divided into four rooms, cach room hay- 
ing within Ita good stove. One room is 
Mr. Piko's private apartment, on the walls 
of which one may see, written in charcoal, 
tho autographs of any number of lords and 
other titled and distinguished gontlemen 
who hayo been Mr. Pike's guosts in this 
remote retreat. Next to this is a sinall 
kitehen and entry, and then a largo ly- 
ing or working room, and beyond that a 
dormitory for the men, containing a num- 
ber of bunks. Outside js a shed or ovoro- 
house, and the loft *0n Is quite high 
and roomy, fe-'9 used for stores. Twon- 
ty op m-9 ‘nen could here winter in per- 
a<t comfort’ if they had cnonch to eat. 
Driftwood for f(uol may be had a little 
latter in tho summer—driftwood that has 
come from the West Indies with the gulf 
stream which some oyersmart scientists 
are now trying to proveamyth. We found 
the koy to the front door in the lock, loft 
there by Mr. Pike's ordors, so that any 
stranded fishermen seeking haven of ref- 
uge might not be compolled to break jin 


doors or windows. Wo soon had an Amer 


jean flag flying from the flagstaff at the 
western end of the house, and as the col- 


ors ran up they were saluted with cheers 


from our party, who by this time were 


scattered all over the jee floes. 


Orders were iseued which organized our 
party for the day's work. Tho house was 
to be made ready, with fires to warm and 


dry it. The dogs were to be taken from 
tho hold of the ship and turned loose for a 


run upon the loo and shore. Seyeral tons 
of stores were to be sledged ashore ond 
stowed away in the loft of the house for 
the use of the keeper of tho he adquarters 
during the suwumer and to carry our en 
tire party through the coming wintor 
should the oxigencics of arctic exploration 
force us to this alternative Thera wns

with a will. 
Trouble With the Dogs, 
Such a gambol as our pack of dogs dld 


haye upon the ice! They were crazy with 
delight upon being liberated from the hold 


in which they had been so long confined

They ran about ino circle, rolled over in 


the snow, bathed in the ley waters of tho 
leads between the flo 8, and, we are sorry 
to say, when all other sources of amuse 
ment foiled them, fell to fighting lke de 

mons. Half tho forenoon we spont in try 

ing to prevent tho brutes « ating cach other 
up, and though we did the best wo could, 
with beating, whipping, kicking and 
swearing, the snow about the ship was 
600n covered with streaks of blood, and 
fully a dozen animals wore limping about 
with wounds in their legs, One we have 
named Brindle—we can't reneomber a 
quarter of their French cognomens—hnad 
mado a frightful nulsance of himself 
aboard ship, snapping at all his compan 
jones and making Rome howl with his 
nightly watlings Evidently dows have 
g00d momorios, for the moun nt Brindle's 
feet touched the floe a dozen of tho others 
sot upon him, with a auddennoss and una 
nimity which indicated a proconcertod 
agreement to got evon with Brindle for 
all his cussednoss, and would havo torn 


not the men rushed to 
the rescue 

Later in tho day wo gave a numlx r of 
tho dogs a chance to sec what they could

thom around all right, If out of the pack 
of 47 which wo now have wo get 26 or 
80 good drafé animals, wo shall bo con 
tont. That is all we need, and wo brought 
more than 60 in the expectation that after 
n fow wooks' operation of the law of the 
survival of the fittest not more than one 
half of thom would be left. ‘Troublo with 
dogs during the first days of an arctlh 
journoy is an old story, and it does not 
soom to matter much whother the dogs 
are Siberlan, Eskimo or Belgian Dogs 
will be dogs tho world over, whether in 
the midst of civilization or in the remote 
regions of the arotics 
Employment Ashore, 

All day long we wero busy putting 
stores ashore, and Professor Oyon's eyes 
danced with delight o8 bho saw the largo 
quantities of good American provisions 
that were boing stowed away in his domi 
celle. It looks as if they would all be need 
od in case of wintering, for appotites up 
hore are something appalling, We eat an 


| average of five times a day, and somo- 


times go to bed hungry, after all, Mr 
Almo, who does not speak English very 
fluently, but who appears to have o gonu 
ine Yankeo appreciation of the funny side 
of things, remarked at breakfast that 
“our appotites appear to inereaso as with 
the square of the latitude attained.” 
Bleak and barren as Dano's taland Is, 
already thero appears to bo a great deal 
of game about. A big seal disports bim- 
solf in tho flord all day nonr tho ship, but 
is very careful not to come within gun- 
shot. On the shore about the house bear 
and deer tracks have becn seen, and there 
aro plenty of whito or Spitzbergen foxes 
about. The ducks sro already making 
their appearance in great numbers, and 
wo have secured a fow. A littlo later in 
tho season theso flords and hills aro liter- 
ally black with ducks and ptarmigan, In 
what corresponds to the evening, though 
tho sun is still high above tho mountains, 
itisan interesting scone which presents 
itself from the bridge of the Ragnvald 
Jarl. Professors French and Oyen aro out 
taking somo astronomical observations, 
Mr. Dodge is trying tho virtuos of a mid- 
night sun in photography with excellent 
effect, the Norwegian sportsmen and sclen- 
tists aro climbing the mountain sides and 
tobogganing down ata terrific rate upon 
thoir skis, while Skippers Bottelfsen and 
Pedersen are out gunning till after 1 
o'clock, though they seo nothing buta 
few birds to shoot at. Our party has lit- 
erally taken the country, and in an atmos-

phere where the vision extends for many 
miles in every direction, and where thero 
is little of a dark color to bo scen, save a 
bit of open water and an occasional bare 
rock, the black figures of our sciontists 
and sportsmen strangely enliven the win- 
try scene. It isa great country this for 
staying up of nights, No one wants to go 
to bed with the sun high in the heavens 
and with ice floe and glacier, gun and 
ski inviting to midnight sport. 

On Wednesday the strong wind fem 
the northeast continued, causing us me 
anxicty as to its influenco upon the ice. 
It is along the north coast of Spitzvergen 
that we wish to goas soon as we shall 
have finished our work hero and the weath- 
er will permit, and it is upon this north 
coast that the ice most quicklycomes when 
the wind is unfavorable. Some years it 
can be nayigated carly ja tho summer, 
nearly always in July and August, but 
very rarely in May and often not at all 
throughout a season. When we cameo here 
Monday cyening, thero was cortainly open 
water to the north, but what ehango-in 
the condition of the leo the storm has made 
of course we do not know. But as soon 
as possible we shall go out and try our 
luck in tho watery whoro so many other 
expeditions haye been stopped. We desire 
comake easting as well as northing, ana 
thoro is no good of going to sea as long as 
this strong gale from tho northeast con- 
tinues, 

This morning our dogs are working bet- 
ter in the sledges and giving us hope that 
the most of them will come out all right, 
after all. The largest dog in the pack, a 
big St. Bernard, which we have named 
Pluribus becauso he is one out of many, 
distinguished himself by rescuing from 
drowning a smaller dog which bad fallen 
tnto the water and was unable to got out 
because of the height of the ice edge. Plur- 
ibus jumped in after him, selzod the un- 
fortunate by his neck and pulled him safo- 
ly upon the floe. One of the dogs had the 
bad taste to fall into the water while old 
Plaribus was far away and drowned. Cap- 
tain Pedersen set the yictim up on his four 
feet, where ho frozo fast, and the sly 
skipper says ho would givo 100 kroner to 
be hore when the Enkllstipeortanen come 
and shoot the carcass full of balls under 
the impression that they are slaying a po- 
lar bear or a Spitzborgen fox. 

Mr. Winship remained all night in tho 
shedatthe house to seo that the dogs did 
not eat cach other up and armed himself 
with « winchester in the hopes of getting 
tho first bear of the expedition. But nel- 
ther his gun nor his presence at the dog- 
house Was necessary. Not o bear or fox 
put in an appearance, and, as for the dogs, 
they appear to be like some specimens of 
the human kind—fond of fighting only 
when they havo an audience 

Oyen to Remain on Dane's Island. 

Professor Oyen has kindly volunteered 
to remain alone at the headquarters until 
the return hither of the ship or of somo 
mombers of the supporting party It had 
been tho intention to leave a man with 
him for companion, but owlng to the 
present desire of the officers of the expe 
dition to take all the mon with them tothe 
north Mr, Oyen offers to remain by him- 
self. There 1s really nothing to fear excc pt 
illness, for the bears aro not troublesome 
Even if the Ragnvald Jarl does not return 
45 f00N 48 Wo expect, the hunting sloops 
from Norway will make their appearance 
within a fow weeks, and the re are rumors 
that an excursion steamor with 800 or 400

THE FARM BOYS. 





Them at Home, 


Close observers liave for along time de- 
plored the fact that s+ many of the farms 
of our country are passing into the hands 
of foreizners, The boys boru and bred on 
the farm, in-tead of stepping into their 
fathers’ places, leave the old homestead as 
soon as they become able to earn their own 
livings. Sometimes they drift ont to the 
less thickly populated towns, but too often 
they crowd into the large cities and spend 
their lives as petty clerks or under-paid, 
because unskilled, artisans, 

One factor in the well-being of the fain- 
ily is too often ignored by the housewife, 
and that is the quality of food given to her 
children, She says that it is almost im- 
possible to get fresh ment so fae from 
town, and that it is cheaper and easier to 
use the contents of ber ‘‘salt burrels,” 
which are always at hand, I believe that 
this is false economy. Unless the body 
is properly nourished the mental and 
moral well-being of the chiid suffers. 
Crimes flourish on poor eating. This very 
monotony of diet is one of the things that 
unconsciously disgusts young people with 
form life, With little additional expense 
the honsewife can make her table attract- 
ive by an intelligent use of the materials at 
her command. Granted that it is impossl 
ble for her to get fresh meat, which is not 
always the case, provided that she makes 
the getting a matter of consequence, thes 
are many things nutritious and palatable 
at her hand jf she will only learn new 
ways in which to cook and serve them. 
Eggs can be prepared in many ways, and 
are excollont bone makers. Vegetables, 
especially fresh salads, are blood purifiers, 
and these the farmer's wife can have in a 


sigh in vain, In milk aud cream there are 
infinite possibilities, and some of the best 
soups are made of peas, potatoes, beans 
and celery, Codfish, sturgeon and smoked 
halibut, with cream, are dainties on the 
hotel menu, and can be oasily prepared, 
Evon that most indigestible of farmhouse 
goodies—amoked beof—can be made ap- 
petiaing by cooking with nicely seasoned 
milk, Cereals of all kinds form a pleasant 
variety, especially with cream, Poultry 
of all kinds should be at the mother's com- 
mand, and the ohildren themselves can 
learn to care for the fowls. Tho vogetable 
gardon, also, can be placed in chargo of 
the boya. 

Tho fathor must help in this good work, 
Instead of sending all the good ediblos 
away from the farm, and keeping what will 
not soll for the family use, it will be well 
for him to give as much intelligent care to 
the housing and feeding of his boya and 
girls as he gives to the stubling and feeding 
of his atock, He tella you that ho must 
look aftor the cattle if he wants them to

At 
about the same time, however, the ex-Pre- 
mier has thrown & bombshell into the 
midst of the strongest group of followers 
by addressing a letter to the Bishop of 
Chester, against local option. In this 
letter Mr, Gladstone declares that if local 
option preteids to bea remedy for evils 
for drinking it is little better than an im- 
postare. The principles of the Gothen- 
burg system he maintains to be the only 
one permissible or at all tenable and to the 
great amazement of both the Gladatouinue 
and the Conservatives; adds that for lobby 
years ho has been strongly of this opinion, 
Phe temperance party in Groat Brituin bas 
beon highly scandalized by this declara 
tion, and theirforgan recalls the fact that 
when Mr. Gladstone list came into power 
it was largely in consequence of his having 
repeatedly pledged himself to secure the 
passage of & local option mensure, Con- 
sequently during his encumbency of the 
premiership he approved the bill, and did 
not say a word in reference to the Gothen: 
berg system, Since Mr, Gladstone's ro- 
tirement Sir Win, Harcourt, who is his 
successor in the leadership of the party, 
has revewed the pledges made, absolutely 
and unqualifiedly committing the Goyern- 
mentto the introduction of a local option 
bill before the dissolution of Parliament, 

In the course of his letter to the Bishop 
of Chester, Mr, Gladstone says: “I am 
glad to seo that Chamberlnin actively sup- 
ports the Gothenberg system,” 

Sir Wilfred Lawson, M.P., president of 
the United Kingdom alliance for the sup- 
pression of the liquor traffic, protesting 
against the change of front, says that if 
the Liberals now depart from the recog- 
nized principle of their party and sanction 
even moderate drinking under the Gothen- 
berg aystem, it will bo the heaviest blow 
ever dealt to the temperance cause in Great 
Britain, His party, he declares, will re- 
fuse to accept any compromise, The in- 
fluential British Weekly Review, (dissent- 
ing,) in commenting upon the declaration 
of Mr, Gladstone, says: “To what things 
are we coming to if Mr. Gladstone has 
taken the field thuswiso against meas- 
ures of his own cabinet? What does the 
reference to Mr. Ohaniberlain mean? It 
seems certain that the last and most as- 
tounding Gladstonian development is yet 
to be witnessed.” This remark refers to a 
rnmor that has been put in circulation that 
Mr. Gladstone has been advising Lord 
Rosebery to subordinate Home Rule ques- 
tions to English social reform and try to 
come to terms with the unionists in refer- 
ence to Irish affairs, 

Two of the strongest and wealthiest 
labor organizations in Great Britain—the 
boilormakers and shipbuilders unions— 
have issued a joint manifesto denouncing 
the sociulistic tendencies shown by the 
majority of delogates to the trades union 
congress recently held at Norwich. The 
manifesto says in part: “We differ 
fundamentally with the dreamy ideas ad- 
vanced. The congress has ceased to 
represent the unions and has become a 
gathering of advanced socialists, who, 
Were their ideas to prevail, ultimately re- 
sult in restricted freedom and diminished 
resources, Progress would be arrested 
and in «short time the working classes 
would be placed in a condition of abject 
dependence upon the state, Collectiveism 
cannot take the place of individualism, the 
men can never be absorbed by the crowd. 
If the shoutera at the conyress would work 
more forthe unions and less in passing 
wild resolutions, it would be better for 
those they represent.” This organized 
tnovement against socialist wire-pullers is 
supported by several other unions which 
wish to follow the old lines, limiting com- 
bined action to purely trade matters, as a 
apart from play, 

The Free Labor Association, an organi- 
zation Which has been in existence some 
years, has suddenly sprang imo promi- 
nence through the activity displayed by it 
in its opposition to the socialist members 
of the congress, ‘he association publishes 
& report showing that ont of 9,786,073 
male workingmen in the United Kingdom 
only 3,109,014 are union members,

"We were flying too British merchant 
ensign when sighted by the Naniwa, It 
wis 3.30 am, of July 20 that the Japanese 
cruiser signalled us We Were instracted 
to anchor forthwith, aud) did The 
Nanuiwa’s captain sent a boat aud we were 
boarded by the Japanese officer in charge, 
who first examined my papers and asked 
if the Kow Shing would follow him as a 
prize. Lreplied that | would not unless 
compelled, and then noder protest, as 1 
thought the law of nations permitted me 
under the circumstances to return to the 
port from which I sailed. The Naniwa’s 
boats then pulled off. The Chinese troops 
on board our vessel wore ia command of 
two yonerals, who, a8 soon a4 the Japanese 
boat had left us, threateued to murder us 
if we surrendered, I then signalled to the 
Naniwa that our lives were in danger if 
we gaye up our ship, 

“The Nauiwa's small boat returned 
about this time, but the Chinese soldiers 
were already in possession of our gangway 
and their swords were drawn. Had not 
Col. Vau Hannikwi, of the German ariny, 
who was a passenger on board our vessel, 
intervetied the Chinese would have wur- 
dered the five white men on board the 
Kow Shing, as well as the lisutenant in 
charge of the Naniwa’s small bout, I was 
again asked by the Nauiwa if I would go 
in her company, and ayain tosisted that I 
had a right to return to Taku. ‘The 
Japanese lieutenant again left us, saying 
that he would report to his captain what [ 
had said. A few minutes later the 
Naniwa signalled ‘Quit the ship immedi- 
ately.” Ianswered by signalling ‘We 
are uot alone ; seud a boat."’ The Japan- 
ese cruiser replied, ‘'Boat cannot come.” 

“The Kow Shing and Naniwa held no 
other communication, The former steam 
od at once abreast of ns and discharged a 
torpedo.

Fort Dovar, Io,, Sept. 24.—The cyclone 


which wrought death aud destruction over 


such & wide aud extended territory on 
Friday night started a few “miles west 
of Emmetteburg, in Palo Alto county. In 
Iowa i went through the coun 
ties of Kossuck, Maucock, Winnebago 
Oerre Gordo, Worth, -Floyd, Mitchell, 


Chickasaw and Howard. Leaving lowa it 
went through the counties of Moyer, Fill 
more and Winona, Minuesota, In all of 
these countios serious damage is reported, 
The towns through which the cyclone 
passed after leaving Emmettsbarg su far 
as reported are Elliugton, Burge, Hayfleld, 
Newton, lomkins, Buffalo, Ruthven, 
Osayo, Alyona, Cresco, Burt, Plam Creek 
and Lowther in lows, and Waseca, Leroy, 
Springvalley and Homer, Minnesota 
White the damage throuvh these places is 
very great, itis light in comparison with 
that done throughout the antry districts, 
The loss of life in extimated be in the 
neighborhood of 75 persons. 

ALGONA, Ia., Sept. 24,—Twenty nix por 
sous are reported killed in Kossuth county 
and'39 injured, some fatally, while the 
greater part of the town of Cyclinder, 20 
niles west, was badly damaged by a storm 
which awept over this section of the coun- 
try. North of Oyclinder, the family of 
Alix Goulden, four in number, was killed, 
At Whittemore, ton miles west of here, 
Robert Stepherson was killed and his wife 
fatally hurt. Nearly a score of people 
sought refoge ina house on the Durant 
place. All were more or less hurtand one

One of Charles Lees’ children is dead 
and Mra, Lee is badly injored. George 
W. Beavsr, living three miles north of Al- 
gona, had just gone home from the fair 
aud entered the house with his wife and 
two children andan adopted boy, when 
the cyclone struck the house and demolish- 
edit, Benyer bad the baby in his arms 
and with it he wade his way north to the 
house of Christian Dan, his father-in-law, 
foraid. His wife was just dying when he 
returned and his little girl soon after ex- 
pired. 

Myron Schneck, wife and child, were 
carried 100 feet, and when found were 
lying ou a heavy oak beam, Both were 
hurt, and Mrs, Schenck was unconscious. 
Horace Schenck, Myron’s father, was 
covered up with a pile of lumber, His 
condition is serious, as he is 73 years of 
noge. East of the river in Plaom Creek 
township the lioase of George Holman was 
carried thirty rods, and dropped with such 
force as to wreck it. In it were Mr, Hol- 
man and wife and six children. One of 
the children was killed and four were in- 
jured, aud Holman seriously burt. An old 
mun named Dingman, who lived a mile 
north of Holmun’s place, was killed, and 
seven more were killed north-east of Hol- 
man's. Orders are coming into local un- 
dertakers for coflins, A relief committee 
lias been organized, 

Eima, lowa, Sept. 24—The town of 
Lowther, located three miles north of this 
city, which was unfortunate enough to be 
in the path of the cyclone, is now a mass 
of bent tiinbers und splinters. The dam- 
age done to Lowther and vicinity will 
exceed $100,000. A severe wind and rain 
storm struck Oelwein and gradually grew 
worse, When without warning those able 
to regain consciousness found themselves 
in corn fivlds or the open prairie, The 
width of the storm is estimated at half a 
mile and its course due east and west, It 
is reported that the village of New Haven, 
eight miles west of here, was entirely 
destroyed and several killed and wounded, 
but the report cannot be confirmed. 

The presence Of mind of Peter Brown, a 
farmer near Oelwein, undoubtedly saved 
many lives. Mr, Brown, awakening while 
the storm was raging and not knowing 
where to look for assistance, happened to 
think of the Chicago and Great Westero 
train due about 10,30 p.m,, and as the 
storm had somewhat abated he immedi 
ately started forthe depot, On his arrival 
atthe depot he found nothing but bent 
irons and timbers, the main track being 
literally covered with the remains of the 
depot and an elevator, He flagyed the 
train, which arrived in a few minutes, and 
after an hour's work the track was cleared.

One of the secrets of palatable food is 
knowing how to cook water, The secret 
isto put fresh filtered water into a clean 
kettle already warm, to let it boil quickly 
and to use it the instant it is boiled. ‘To 
let it steam and simmer means to have a 
combination of lime, iron and dregs in 
the kettle and all the good water evapor- 
ated into air, 

It is surprising that many housekeepers, 
otherwise neat and particular, seem to 
think that a kettle will stay clean without 
active measures on their part. The mere 
fact that nothing but water is boiled in it 
does not guarantee it against the need of 
scouring. It willsoon become coated with 
a rusty-looking layer “of slime, unless it 
receives the same care as Lother cooking 
utensils. Food cooked with water which 
is not properly boiled or which is boiled in 
a kettle coated with dregs, has not the 
same flavor that properly cooked food has, 
Moreover, it is dangerous to health. 

































































Big Families in Quebec, 

It was only five years ago that the Pro- 
vince of Quebec passed «a law providing 
that 100 acres of public lands should be 
given to every father of a family who bad 
twelve children living, issue of a lawful 
marriage, and since then no less than 1,742 
fathers of twelve or more children have 
complied with the ccnditions of the act and 
received the State bounty of 100 acres, 
How the size of families up in Quebec com- 
pares with those of Massachusetts may be 
seen by reference to the last census figtres 
of this State, which make the number of 
families having twelve or more living chil- 
dren 875, and the population of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec is considerably leas than 
that of Massachusetts. It is quite appar- 
ent that the Quebec law is accomplishing 
ita purpose of giving marks of consider- 
ation for fruitfulness in the sacred bonds 
of matrimony. —Boston Herald.

Average Life of Physicians, 

One of the most curious statistical re- 
cords that has been compiled this century 
is that by Dr. Salzmann, of Essling, Wur- 
temburg, on the average duration of life 
among physicians, He found, on going 
over the ancient records of the kingdom, 
that in the sixteenth century the average 
duration of life among that class was but 
86.5 years; in the seventeenth century, 
45.8; in the eighteenth, 49.8, and at the 
present time they reash the favorible ago 
of 56.7, It appears from the foot notes to 
the above that this very great increase in 
longevity is due to the disappoarance of 
the ‘'black pest,” the introduction of vac 
cination and the great diminution in the 
number of typhus epidemics, three classes 
of diseases which formerly decimated the 
medical practitioners .

Johnston formerly lived in Port Hope, 
but has resided for some yeara here, aud 
was elected deputy reeve of the town last 
municipal election, He waka member of 
Durbam Lodge L O, O. F., and leaves a 
wife and two children. Maloney is a son 
of Mr, John Maloney, Port Hope, and was 
born and brought Sphere but his head- 
quarters wero at indsay, A father, 
mother, sister and brother (who live in 
the United States) mourn his loss, His 
body arrived on tho noon train, Both 
were weli known and esteemed among 
their friends and the employes of the road 
as right good fellows, Greeusbury lived 
in this town, 

Flage are flying at half mast over Lind 
say and the town is mourning the loss of 
three good citizens, Engineer Robert 
Johnston has been s member of our town 
council for two years, and last year was 
elected deputy reeve by acclamation, He 
was o mau of fine presence, a good speaker 
and possessed of agreat deal of magnetism. 
His name has more than once been men 
tioned as mayor for 1895. A little more 
than two years ayo Mr. Johnston was 
terribly scalded in a railway accilent and 
was not able to work for some months. Lu 
religion Mr. Johnston was a Methodist and 
in politics a Conservative. 

Fireman Maloney will be buried in Port 
Hope Brakeinan Greensbury In Stonffville 
and Engineman Johnston in Keene.

TO BE HANGED DEC. 14. 
Joseph Truskey, the Murderer of Con- 
stable Lindsay, Sentenced. 
Winpsor, Sept. 24.—Joseph ‘T'rnskey, 
who was found guilty of the murder of 
Constable Lindsay of Tilbury Centre on 
May 3 last, was sentenced on Saturday to 
be hanged in Sandwich Jail on December 
14. Iu pronouncing sentence Mr, Justice 
Roberteon told the prisoner that he conld 
hold out no hope of executive clemency, 
and that he had better lose no time in pre- 
pering himself for the fate that awaits 
m, 





Thia is the firat instance in which Mr, 
Justice Robertson has sentenced a prisoner 
to death and he followed the fashion of 
other judges of late in not donning the 
black cap, 

When Truskey was searched before be- 
ing conveyed to the cells there were found 
on his person over two pluga of tobacco 
and a sharp stee! instrument, 

The discovery staggered the jailer and 
his assistants, The prisoner had evidently 
been tampered with in the afternoon, and 
these articles conveyod to him, As Trus- 
key nearly killed himself when arrested, 
and as he has several times since been 
heard to express his determination to 
defeat justice, the steel instramont could 
have been given him for no other purpose 
than that of self-destraction. 

Truskey’s victim was William Lindsay, 
a constable of the county. On acdéount of 
the brutal killing of a horse the prisoner 
was obliged to pay a fine of $60. It was 
Constable Lindsay who laid the charge. 
Up to the timo of the murder, the prisoner 
entertained a feeling of spite, against 
Lindsay. The prisoner time and time 
again made threats against the life of the 
constable, Truskey came out of a hotel 
at Comber on the evening of May 3, and 
fired three shots at Lindsay, who was 
about 20 feet away. Trusky then 
fled from the scene of the crime to his 
home, tour miles ‘away. The next day 
when the constables went to arrest him, 
he made for the woods, and when sur- 
rounded he fired a shot at his own breust 
with the same revolver which killed Lind- 
Bay, 

Nearly a Fatal Accident. 

Toronto, Sept. 24.—What was nearly a 
horrible accident occurred on Saturday 
when a motor and trailer jamped the 
track on the Gerrard street bridge and 
nearly went over, Lhe motor, No. 878, in 


charge of Motorman Davis, with trailer 
172 attached, was gvuing east at a fast rate 
down grade. When they got about 80 


feet onthe bridge they jumped the track 
and struck the slight iron railing at the 
side. Only the weight of the trailer kept 
the motor car from yoing clean over, As 
it wasit huny ten feet over the side. 
There were only threo passengers in the 
motor car, and they, with Motorman 
Davis and L. Duncan, another streot rail- 
Way man, who was beside him, escaped 
unhurt, The distance from the level of 
the bridge to the ground below is 40 fect.

The globes they pur 
chased recently from Gormany, whilst she 
barnors they got from United States, Hoe 
wos certain than If we had sbsolate free 
trade they would do better and would be 
able to compete with the other countries 

Ald. O. Harte, of Harte Bros, & Lozter, 
manafacterors of sabone ware, sbatod that 
the tariff does nob fa anz7 way affeod thelr 
business. A change was contomplated to 
be made In reference to this class of urti- 
cles, bub {tb remalos tho same aos formerly. 

Mr. W. Lye, of the Brown M'f'g. Oo., 
could not at a moment's notice say what ef- 
fect 1b would have on their basloess, 

Mr. J. J. B. Fiinb, one of the propriet- 
tors of the box factory, stated that he was 
nob aware that the new tariff would effsct 
them In the least. 

Mr. Towor, of the Mac Machine Oom- 
pany, manofacturer of mining machinery, 
stated that ab present but little was belog 
done in bne manufacture of this claes of 
machinery. Tho tariff, however, would 
nob fn his optolon effsct the business. He 
belleved that even tf the duty was com- 
pletely removed they would be able to 
successfally compete with the Uatlted 
States. There were some two or three 
other concerns manufacturing mining ma- 
ohinery in Oanada, bat two that he knew 
of were branches of United Sbates firms. 
If there was free trade these establish 
ments would no doubt be closed up, as at 
present the firms are under considerable 
expenses In keeplog them in existence 
here. These establishments were In Mont- 
real and some distance away from the mia- 
{ng reglon. On account of the foundry be- 
Ing here and close to where miniog was 
belng done they could sell just es cheap 
here, if nob cheaper, than the same ma- 
chivory could be broughb in ond sold here. 
He spoke in hopefal terms of tho basluese 
which the firms expected to do, 

Mr. 8. A. Moore, marble doaler, stated 
that thelr bastness was nob affected by the 
tariff.

San Fraxciseo, Supt. 25,—The steamer 
Rio Junoiro has arrived bringing the fol- 
lowlny advices: 

A Seoul correspondent announces that 
everything ia quiet in the capital, but that 
a grelit scarcity of various articles are ex- 
périenced in consequence of insufficient 
communication with other towns. 

A letter has been received at Tokio 
stating that the rumored murder of fifty 
Japanese, engayed im camphormaking at 
Taiwan, Portmasa, is a fact beyond adonbt 
The intelligence was brought to Nagasaki 
by one of the ill-fated party who had a 
narrow escépe from shuring death with 
his comrades, The Japanese camphor 
gatherers were murdered by Chinese and 
all property belonging to them was uap- 
propriated by the assassins. The mur- 
ders are said to have occurred before the 
declaration of war, 

The Asahi, a Japanese paper, says: 

"We have already stated that a treaty 
with the United States was in progress 
and almost completed, We hear now that 
ft has been completedand that the U.S. 
government has appointed by cable Mr. 
Dun, its Minister iu this country, Minister 
Plenipotentiary for the ratification and ex- 
change of ratifications.” 

“We believe,” remarks the Chinese Ga- 
zette, ‘that we are not premature in stat- 
ing that the formalities haye been ar- 
ranged and everything is out and dried for 
the completion of a new set of trading re- 
lations between Great Britain and China, 
Which we are assured will be found very 
advantageous to the former from a com- 
mercial poiut of view at least.’ 

The Shanghai Mercury says it is rumored 
in Pekin that the Emperor has expressed 
hia desire’1o, personally take charge of the 
Operations in Corea, and to leave the 
throne uuder the regency of the Empress 
dowager, When his Majesty made known 
his desire his hearers are said to have 
knocked their foreheads, and prayed his 
Majesty not to let his anger drive him so 
far ns to engage with so paltry an enemy 
but to let his officers drive off the bar- 
barians, 

The defences of Moukden, the home of 
the Tim dynasty, are being strengthened, 
the garrison haying been reinforced by 
8,000 trained troops, 

“It was rumored some time ago,” says 
a Japanese journal, ‘*that Chang Teo 
Tong and others were going to impeach 
Li Hang Chang, but nothing has resulted. ” 

The British aud Ruésian ministers at 
Pekin lately met Li Hung Chang and offer- 
ed tou mediate for an armistice for the 
reason that ifthe Chinese army which had 
been amassed With “so much trouble at 
Heijo were defeated it would be a great 


disgrace to Chiba. Li Hung Ghaiy who 


h&d been frightened by defeats at Funy 
Tong Tao and Gazan and had been secret- 
ly hoping for mediation eagerly seized this 


opportunity and requested the two mini- 
sters to mediate, 


The ministers then made 
the same proposal to the Japanese goyern- 
mont which firmly declined as it bad en- 
tered upon the war with yreat. determin- 
ation and was not to be turned away by 
such a proposal, 

“Li Hung Chang,” says the Yomiuri, 
“is in his 73rd year. For 10 years he has 
been subject to appoplexy aud half his 
face is paralyzed. In time of peace he 
hever goes to bis office but stays at home, 
but-in spite of his age and disease he rides 
every morning to the parade ground and 
reviews the troops, This duty he has 
never neglected.” 

Russians MotHved by Chinese, 

Sr. Pereénssune, Sspt. 25,—It is reported 
that a Chinese mob has attacked and 
plundered one of the Siberian statious in 
the province of Ussuri and killed eight 
Russians,

No other lives aro 
reported lost.

Lonpon, Ont, Sept 25,—The attend 
ance of delegates was sinaller than ever at 


yestorday's wseasion of the Methodist 
General Conference, In fact, barely a 
quorum was present, Committee reports 


followed one another thick and fast, 

The repurt olf church union contained 
much that has already been made public, 
One. clause recommended the establish- 
ment of a federal ovurt to prevent the 
overlapping of the missions of the various 
Protestant bodies, Rev. A. OC, Courtice 
urged that bis original clause be inserted 
empowering the central section of the 
court to negotiate with the other Pro 
testant churches with & view to the forma 
tion of one strony French Protestant 
churoh, instead of the missions at present 
in gompetition, Mr, Courtice’s amend- 
mout wis carried, 

The charch and pirsounge aid fund 
committee recommended that Nova Scotia 
conference be allowed to manage their own 
fund. The committee on embarrassed 
trusts urged that definite efforts be made 
for the removal of debts, and recommend 
ed no action re the abolition of pew renis. 

The report of the conimittee on temper- 
ance is voluminous, coyering fifteen pages 
of f-nlscap, It reviewed the work of the 
standing committee appointed by tho lust 
general cou ference. 

Tho following declaration of principles 
was recommended to the conference :— 

That the liguor traflic cannot be licensed 
without sin, 

That it is the duty of the civil govern- 
ment to prohibit the trade of intoxicating 
drinks. 

That the Methodist Church stands for 
righteousness in our nation, and believes 


political councils of our people, 

That we refuse to consent to and repu- 
diate all compacts and compromises with 
the licensed liquor traffic as being unholy. 

That we hereby give notice that we will 
do our utmost to utterly destroy all part- 
nerships between the people of Cunnda 
and deslers in alcoholic liquors and their 
sympathizers, 

And, finally, declare that this ultimatum 
shall be presented to Methodist electors to 
the conventions of the political parties 
with urgent entreaty to nominate only 
such candidates as will be in accordance 
with these utterances, And we further 
recommend such electors to refuse their 
consent to nominations which ignore those 
principles, and that the standing com- 
mittees on temperance’ "be instructed to 
have this declaration printed iu circular 
form and circulated throughout the Do- 
minion, 

The following are recommended as mem- 
bers of the standing committee in On- 
tarin:— 

Ministers—Reve. Dr, Brethour, Dr. 
Sutherland, George Webber, M. L. Pear- 
son, Wm. McDonagh, Wm, Kettiewell, F. 
EN. Nugeat, J. W. Cooley, 

Laymen—James Bowman, Dr. H. D. 
Watson, F. W. Watkius, N. W. Rowell, 
Joseph Gibson, J. F. Cummiiigs, Dr. Wat- 
BOD. 

Re the use of tobacco, the committee 
re-affirmed the judgineht of the lust con- 
ference, adding :—"'lhat the superinten, 
dents be iustructed to nominate no person 
for Sabbath scliool superiutendent who is 
not a totul ubstainer.” 

‘The report finally recommended that it 
be an instruction to ministers not to use 
alcoholic wine in the administration of the 
Lord’s Supper, 

The conference came to a close last 
night. The temperance report was read 
and adopted after the word “licensed” 
was changed to ‘' legalized” in clause No, 
1, and clause 6 was changed to read as 
follows: ‘*Lhat the candidate of no politi- 
onl party who refuses to publicly commit 
himself to the destruction of the liquor 
traffic at the earliest possible moment can 
have the support of the members of the 
Methodist church.” 

The finance committee presented ao re- 
port recommending that the salary of the 
general superintendent be fixed at $2,500 
and $500 for expenses; also that the trea- 
surer Of the Goueral Conferenee fand be 
unthorized to borrow money to meet 
claims arising during the coming quadren- 
nium, The report was adopted, 

The comunittee on the deaconess move- 
ment reported, The report was adopted 
recommending the establishment of 
deaconess homes in cities and large towus 
where it muy be considered practicable 
and desirable ‘to prescribe a courss of 
study for tho deaconesses and trained 
norees, and permitting those having con 
trol of deacones® homes to adopt a dis- 
tinctive dress for deacouesses, 

Hearty votes of thanks were passed to 
the people of Loudon, the press and trus 
tees of Queen's avenue church, Also to the 
billeting comuittes, and the conference 
broke up to meet again in four years,

Two brothers 
also survive him, namely, James, of Madoc, 
end Joseph, who resides in the northern 
portion of the county. He was a member 
of Mystic Lodge No, 278 A.F. & A.M., of 
Roslin, 

Tho deceased carried a large life insur- 
ance, 

John White was one of the mosb re- 
markable men of his time {tn this part of 
the country. But meagrely edyoated, he 
yob possessed oll the sharpness aud 
shrewdness characteristlo of his country 
mon, and by the smartness of his speech, 
and the force of hls natural ability, he 
ralsed bimself to high and honorable 
positions and won his way to the hearts of 
the people. Always a hard hitter, ho 
never asked for mercy. Yeb withal he was 
kind and gental and many of his old-time 
opponents will joln with his host of friends 
{n mournlog him and tendering to hls 
widowed familly and relatives thelr deepest

ALSACE AND LORRAINE. 


These Two Provinces Not Recondiled to 
Thelr Aunexation With Germany. 

Lonpon, Sept, 27,—The Central News, 
in au editorial loader, stitumarizes a series 
of letters received froim-a correspondent 
iu Alsace Lorraine, which provinces the 
Writer has revisited alter a period of years, 

“The provinces,” Le says, “ure not re- 
couciled to Gerinauy and this is especially 
true of Lorraine which remains Catholic 
and French, ‘There is no liberty, as we 
auderstand the teru, The natives are 
permitted to observe their own religion 
and use their own language under certain 
restrictions, but these limitations include 
the presence of German detectives in the 
churches.” ‘ 

W hat stifles the feeling of discontent in 
the Reichsland is the general passionate 
desire for peace. Lhe populace havea 
terrible object lesson before their eyes, 
Metz ls « vast military camp and Mulhonse 
an immense barracks. Strasburg is de 
scribed as truly awful, Thirteen new forts 
have been built there since the war and 
the place seems like a monster whose iron 
jaws are distended Iu a spasmodic grin of 
cannon, reachiug for miles. Much the 
same state of things exists at Kell, The 
cost of food and lodgings at Strasburg is 
miore thao double since ihe aunexation of 
the provinces toGermany, ‘Trade is per- 
sistently dull, ‘Uhe civil population loses 
its sense of importance aud the soldiers 
dominates the situation, Lhe whole ad- 
mitistration is vested in a form of martial 
law.

The province now owes these two grout 
financial institutions 21,277,000 fratcs, 
oqual to $4,106,461, The loan was origi 
nally negotiated by Mr, Shehyn in Paris 
in 1891, and was renewed by Mr. Hull in 
Paria on July 1893, The province has 

iven notice of its intention to pay the 
debt which bears interest at four per cout. 
on Decomber 15. 

“The Paris institutions cabled an offer 
to M, Taillon some time ayo to make a now 
3 por cont, loan at 77 of the amount neces 
sary to redeom the first loan, The Premier 
has been in favor of and the Treasurer 
strongly opposed the accepting of this 
offer, Tho Premier pointed out that the 
proposed transaction would rednow the 
interest charges by $14,266.45 per anuum, 
The Treasurer replied that it would add 
$1, 266,608.18 to the provincial debt, In 
order to redeem a loan of 21,277,000 france 
($4, 106,461.13) issued at par, with & loan 
made at 77, it would be necessary to ixsie 
a new loan of 27,632,467 franca (5,883, 066) 
The interest on the former amounts at 4 

ercent, would be 851,080 france ($184, 
$58.45) er Annum, and the interest on the 
latter 828,974 franca ($159,001.98) per 
annum, Mr Hall was in favor of reject 
Ing this offer and utilizing the Canadan 
Pacifio’s payment of sey millions to meet 
the province's liability. He insists thut 
this amount was made available for sach 
apurpose by an act passed at the last 
session, This act provides for the appolut- 
ment of trustees to whom the Government 
may pay the proceeds of sale of the North 
Shore railway and alao the railway grant 
of $2,394,000 made by the Dominion Gov 
ornient, that amount to be held for the 
redemption or conversion of the public 
debt generally, 

“Lhe Provincial Treasurer seems to 
have bee animated by the fear that the 
C. P. R. seven millions, if not utilized in 
part to meet the provinoial liability matur- 
lng in Decomber, would prove too strony 
a temptation for a Quebec goverument aud 
would be dissipated long before the loans 
mature in 1904, 1906 and 1908. 

“Another difficulty would be to find a 
remunerative investment for the seven 
million dollars which are now earning 5 
per cent. for the province, Even if the 
Canadian Pacific should, with the consent 
of the Government, withdraw their notice 
of repayment, it would probably only be 
to renew the notice the following day, us 
the company must be unxious to get rid of 
this heavy interest charge, 

“Tt is said that althongh Mr, Taillon has 
been conducting the Paris negotiations 
for mouths upon his own responsibility 
and against the advice of the ‘Treasurer, 
the matter was never laid before the Ex- 
ecutive Counoil until Jast Thursday. The 
Premier's acceptance of the Paris proposi- 
tion puts a definite end to Mr. Hall’s finan- 
cial policy and apparently makes it impos- 
sible for him to remain in office, 

“The names of Mr. A. W. Morris and 
Mr. King, of Megantio, are mentioned in 
connection with the Treasury portfolio.”’

HOW HE RECEIVED THE GOOD NEWS 


He Was Decply Affected When the Sheriff 


Visited the Jail to Acquaint Him With 
the Kesult of the Cabinet's Meeting — 
The Scaffold Once More Taken Down and 


Stored Away, 


Orrawa, Sept. 29.—The case of Mac- 
Wherrell has at last been disposed of by 
the Cabinet and the result is that the death

.Prisonment for life. The decision was 
arrived at Jate in the afternoon. 

T. C. Robinnette, counsel for the pri- 
soner, telegraphed the sheriff and also 
Mac Wherrell as to the decision. 

Mr, Robinette left last might for To- 
ronto, highly pleased with tho result of 
his day's work in the city. 

MacWherrell Jumped Four Veet. 

Brampton, Sept, 20.—Sheriff Brody re- 
ceived a telégrain from the Department of 
Justice, notifying him that MacWherrell's 
sentence has been commuted to Iife im- 
prisoument, 

He at once called upon the Rev. Mr. 
Clark, who had been visiting the prisover 
lately, to accompany him to thie jail to 
acquaint MacWherrell with the decision of 
the Miuister of Justice. They all filed 
into the corridor where the prisouer sat. 
The deputy sheriff said; 

“Well, Mac, we have brought you the 
news.” 

The prisoner's face became of an ashen 
hue. Not a word was spoken as Mr. Dug- 
gan quietly handed him the message. 
When he had grasped the meaning he 
jumped four feet, and, waving the telegram 

lank above his head, cried ‘‘Hurrah! 
hurrah! They all congratulated him on 
his narrow escape, and, shaking hands, 
they all quietly withdrew. 

MaoWherrell had boasted all along that 
he would rather hang than go to prison. 
His actiofis, however prove his insincerity 
in that particular, 

The scaffold, which was only completed 
in the afternoon, will once more be taken 
down and stored away for future use. The 
sheriff and deputy, and in’ fact the whole 
community, are cousiderably relieved that 
the matter has taken this turn and that 
Pee] will not suffer the disgrace of an ex- 
eontivn.

As facas I con 
tell, in the city of Jericho this Zaccheus 
belonged to what might be called the 
ring. They had things their own way, 
successfully avoiding exposure—if by no 
other way, perbaps by hiring somebody to 


break in and steal the vouchers. Notwith- 
standing his bad reputation, there were 
streaks of good about him, as there is 


about almost every man, Gold is foundin 
quartz, and sometimes in a very suiall por 
contage, 

Jesus was coming to town. Tho people 
tnryed out ep masse to seo Him, Here Ue 
comes—the Lord of Glory—von foot, dust 
covered and road weary, limping along the 
way, carrying the griefs and woes of the 
world. Ho looks to be 60 years of ave 
when He is only about 80, 
ashort man, and could not see over the 
people’s heads while standing on the 
ground; 6o he got up into a sycamore tree 
that swung its arms clear over the road 
Jesus advanced amid the wild excitement 
of the surgingcrowd. Thomoat honorable 
and popular imen of the city are looking 
on, and trying to goin bis attention, Jesus, 
inatead of rogarding them, looks up at the 
little man in the tree,’and says, ''Zacchens, 
comedown, Iam going home with you.” 
Everybody was disgusted to think that 
Christ would go hotne with so dishonorable 
a man. 

I soe Christ entering the front aoor of 
the house of Zaccheua, The King of 
Heaven and earth sits down; and as He 
looks around on the place and the family, 
He pronounces.the banedioction of the text 
—‘This day is ealvation come to this 
house.” 

Zaccheus bad mounted the sycamore 
tree out of more inquisitiveness, He want- 
ed to see how this stranger looked—tlie 
color of His eyes, the longth of His hair, 
the contour of His features, the height of 
His stature, ‘‘Come down, said Christ.” 

Aud so, many people, in this day get np 
into the tree of curiosity or speculation to 
seo Christ, They ask a thonsand queer 
questions about His divinity, about God's 
sovereignty, and the eternal decrees. They 
speculate, and criticize, and hang on to 
the outside limb of a green sycamore, But 
they must come down from that if they 
want to be saved. Wo cannot be saved as 
philosophers, but as little chilnren, You 
cannot go to heaven by way of Athens, 
but by way of Bethlehom. Why be per- 
plexed about the way sin came into the 
world, when the great question is how we 
shall get sin driven out of our hearts? 
How many spend their time in criticism 
and religious speculation! They take the 
Rose of Sharon, or the Lily of the Valley, 
pull out the anther, scatter the corollla, 
and say, ‘Is that the beantiful flower of 
religion that you are talking about?’ No 
flower is boantiful after you have torn it all 
to pieces. The path to heaven is so plain 
that a fool need not make any mistake 
about it, and yet men stop and cavil. 
Suppose that, going toward the Pacific 
slope, I had resolved that I wonld stop 
until I could kill all the grizzly bears and 
panthers on either side of the way. I 
would never havo got to the Pacific coast, 
When I went out to hunt the grizzly bear, 
the grizzly bear would have come ont to 
hunt me. Here is a plain road to heaven. 
Men say they will not take a step on it 
until they can make gamo of all the theor | 
jes that bark and growl at them from the 
thicketa. They forget the fact that as 
they go out to hunt the theory, the theory 
comes ont to hunt thew, and so they 
perish, We must receive the kingdom of 
Heaven in simplicity. William Peuning- 
ton was one of the wisest men of this 
country—a governor of his own atate, and 
afterward Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Yet, when God called him to 
to be a Christian, he wentin, and sat down 
among some children who were applying 
for church-membership, and he said to 
his pastor, ‘Talk to me just as yon do to 
these children, for I know nothing about 
it.” There is no need of bothering our 
selves about mysteries when there so many 
things that are plain. Dr. Ludlow, my 
professor in the Theological Seminary, 
taught me a leason I have never forgotten, 
While putting a variety of questions to 
him that wero perplexing, he tarned upon 
me somewhat in sternuess, but more in 
love, and said, “Mr. Talmage, you will 
have to let God know somo things that you 
don't.” Wo tear our hands on tho spines 
of the cactus instead of feasting our eye 
on its tropical bloom. A great company 
of people now sit swinging themselves on 
the sycamore tree of their pride, and I cry 
to you, ‘‘Zaccheus, come down!’ Come 
down out of your pride, out of your in- 
quisitivencss, out of your speculation, 
You cannot ride into the gate of heaven 
with coach und four, postillion ahead, and 
lackey behind, ‘Except ye becomeas little 
children, ye cannot enter the kingdom of 
God.’ God has chosen the weak thinys of 
the world to confound the mighty 
Zacchous, come down, come down!’

Inotloe that this tax-gatherer accom 
panied his surrender to Christ with the 
restoration of property that did not belony 
to him Ho says, ‘If I have taken any- 
thing by false accusation, I restore four 
fold.” That is, if I have taxed any man 
for ten thousand when ho bad 
only five thonsand dollars’ worl of pro- 
perty, and pat in my own pocket the tax 
for the last five thousand, I wi!l restore to 
him fourfold.

Ono of the shrubs which we alwaye look 
for at thiasenson of the year, ant which 
never disappolots use is the beautiful awoet 
pepper bush, Clethra alnifolia. Thia is a 
pative shrab, found in wet places, whioh 
bears numerous apikes of aweet soonted 
white flowers It is just tho ahrab fora 
wet spot on one’s grounds where but fow 
other sorts would grow, I have one of

nately aphis are very fond of the flowers, 
And what splendid shrabs the Rose of 
Sharon or althma bushes are for summer 
blooming! Some bloom early, others jate, 
so that from this date, which sees the first 
opening flowers, till frost comes, blossoms 
can be bad by aselection of about a dozen 
kinds There are single and there are 
double kinds, and two varidtios with vario- 

gated foliage, and these variegated ones 
stand the sun splendidly, which but few 

other variegated shrubs will do. 

There is hardly anything more showy at 
this season than the trumpet vine, Bi- 
gnonia radicans, At the extremity of its 

long shoots, made this season are huge 
clusters of scarlet truampet-shaped flowers, 
and one after another the flowers come for 
several weeks in succession. For covering 
old buildings, decaying trees, etc., itis a 
splendid vine. It can be made intoa 
beautiful lawn ornament by fastening it 
to a atake for a few yoars, by which time 
it will have strength enough in itself to 
keep upright os a small tree, in which 
position itis uncommonly beautiful when 
in bloom—eqyally os handsome as tho 
Chinese species, grandiflora’ The flowers 
@recven larger than in our native species,

_ Agood yellow-flowered shrab blooming 
now is Potentilla fruticosa When let 
grow as it will, it makes an open, iatber 
Wreggling bush; botcut it down in the 
spring, and it will sprout up busbily and 
bloom later and more profusely than when 
untouched, A bush pruned in this way is 
in flower now, and is greatly admired. 
Calycanthus floridus, the eastern one, 
has been out of flower fogsome time; bat 
another, the Pacific coast species, kuown as 
identalis, has been flowering for several 
weeks past, Those are the well-known 
sweet shrubs; and this western one is no 
way behind the other iu its delightful fra- 
grance, though scarcely ax hardy, 

Hydrangea radiata is o native of the 
mountains of Virginia and North Carolina, 
While the flowers are not pretty, being of 
an imperfect white color, the lenvea are 
exceptionally so—their under side being of 
a beantifal silvery color, which, when’ ex- 
posed by passing winds, contrasts nicely 
with the green of the upper side, 

In this period of scarcity of flowers in 
the shrubbery, the bright berries on tho 
Tartarian Kionoysuckle and the cotoneast- 
ora must not be passed unnoticed.—Joseph 
Meehan, in Country Gentloman.

POULTRY POINTS. 


As soon as the old hens can be spared 
for market they should be fattened and 
sold. This ought to be dove before the 
hens begin moulting. 

Light, nutritious and onasily digested 
food is what confined fowls require to do 
well, but under no consideration should 
corn be fod exclusively. 

If disease appears aud obastinately resists 
remedies, it is better to begin with new 
stock than to breed from those that havo 
been sick a long time, 

Mark the pullets that you want to keep 
as soon as you know which ones they aro, 
Then thore will be no danger of their boing 
sold or eaton by mistake, 

The hens should always have somewhere 
to dust, It will aid them to rid themselves 
of lice. If a spoonful of insect powder be 
added to the dust, all the better, 

Chickens should not be allowed to go on 
the roosts until] they are ten or twelvo 
weeks old, If allowed to roost too young 
their growth and will be 
injured.

each side piece. I bored a hole in the 
contre of this round fora g-inoh bolt, For 
the snpport I ade a V (inverted) of two 
pieces of 14 x 2-inch heart pine, mitred off 
at the top ends and fastened by wire nails 
clinched. Three feet from the apex I putad 
x 1 inch oak strip to meet the flat round of 
tho ladder and nailed it securely agajnst 
the edges of the V; a bolo is bored through 
the centre of thia to receive the ¢ tnoh bolt 
ata. A brace 4 or 5 feet lower down com- 
pleted the arrangement, 

The ladder stands firmly on ita four feet, 
even though the ground is very uneven, the 
double jolut at the upper part giviug free- 
dom of adjustment, ond ia very steady 
when you taount it, The uppor part of 
the support is a good thing to bold on to 
when you are atthe top. Whon needed 
elauwhere, the ladder c1n easily be discon-

Many varieties of grass seeds are recom- 
mended for seeding for the above pur. | 
poses, Onthe open market timothy hay | 
brings the highest price, popular proju- | 
dios placing it at thehead of all hays, | 
There is, however, ears the Orange Judd 
Farmer, ademaii; springing up for a good 
quality of hay made from mixed grasses. 

The principal benefit to be derived from 
the sowing of a mixture composed of such 
’ varieties as meadow foxtail, fescues, or- 

eto, is their permanency. 

re fertility of the soil is kept up by 

¢ essing they will retain their heavy 
cropping and excellent pasturing qualities 
for a number of years. The grasses being 
early, the hay crop can be cut nearly two 
weeks ahead of timothy and being fibrous 
rooted all start quickly so that a heavy 
second crop or abundant fall pasture is 
afforded. These grasses can also be pas- 
tared without injury, as they do not form 
m bulb at the base of the stom 
fm the fall as is the case with tim- 
otby. Another advantage of these mixed 
grasses is that by varying the mixture they 
ean be adapted to a variety of soil, from 
heavy clay, through the various grades of 

loam to light, sandy soils. 

The seeds of these grasses are much 
lighter than timothy anil greater care is 
necessary in the sowing and not less than 
three bushel per acro should be sown. ‘To 
those who have been accustomed to sow 
timothy this will seem an unusually heavy 
seceding, but there are more seeds in a half 
bushel of timothy than in three bushel of

Proparing Plants for Windows, 

Much satisfaction is enjoyed by the 
women folka who are willing to devoto a 
little time aud considerable thought to the 
cultivation of flowers. The preparing of 
plouta for windows for winter is very apt 
to Be overlooked at this season of abund- 
ance of flowers, It is Lecause of this ne- 
gieot that very muon of the disappointment 
somany have arises. Those who do not 
care to prepare the plants, or neglect todo 
so, usunily depend on plants dug up from 
the garden when summer is over, on what 
stray plants in pota happen to be available. 
It is mnch better to start at once to get 
established in pots a lot of nige plants in 
good assortment, #ncl pas are known to be 
good winter bloomers, ‘Taking the gera- 
niom a8 an illustration, the best results 
follow the taking of small plants whic 
hayé been iu pots all summer.

If such plants are not already in pots, 
dig up from your garden some imodiam- 
aized oves, prune the tops back somewhat, 
to make them bushy aud to lessen the risk 
of barm from transplanting, and then 
place them in pots a little larger than what 
will hold the roots comfortably, Do this 
soou, They should then be placed ina 
damp, shady place for a while, such asa 
shaded frame, free from much wind, and 
be kept well watered.

Rosult, fifty-nino clicks, all 
as fine and healthy as could be wished for, 
Breaking the oggs we found no large per 
cent. had matured too fast, and were un- 
able to pick out and so died. 

A little better satiefaction with this 
hatch, I concluded to not put in the mois 
ture pans until the sixteenth day, that is 
about three days before they pip for when 
hatched in the incubator they pip the 
nineteenth day, and by the end of the 
twentioth are all hatched out, The last 
weok I cooled off the eggs three times a 
day, leaving the tray out from one half to 
one hour, and got eighty-four ehicks from 
120 untested egye. The fifth and sixth 
hatohes did still better; getting ninety six 
the fifth, and 106 the sixth time, and nuw 
Thaye it full of eggs again, and expect a 
still better hatch. ButI did not depend 
on the incubator all together, but as soon 
asthe hens became broody, I gave them 
eggs; now have 700 young chicks, all 
thriving and doing well. And I had auch 
good luck to keep what I hatched ont, sel- 
dom losing any. The firat week I fed them 
on light bread wet up with sweet milk, with 
a little boiled egg and chopped onions ad- 
ded aud how the little things did grow! 
My first three hatches are all disvosed of 
now, at twerty-five cents per chi-ken, and 
I am commencing to sell the fourth 


. hatob. 


I never feed much cornmeal alone, but 
mix it with two-thirds shorts and wheat 
bran. There is too much heat in corn- 
meal alone, and it should never be fed to 
chicks, if one wishes to keep them in a 
thriving condition. Besides the other food 
mentioned, I give them all the clabbor 
milk they will drink, letting them make 
their own curd. I think the main trouble 
in hatching in the incubator is too much 
heat and moisture, causing the little fel- 
lows to mature too fast, so as to be unable 
to turn in the shell when their time comes 
to free themselves. I think one would be 
safe in not putting inany moisture until 
the seventeenth day, and then have the 
water quite warm, so as to steam the eggs 
4 little, in order to soften ‘the membrane 
and not the shell. 


EXCELLENT CELERY HOE. 
A Tool Which Makes Piny of What Used 
to Be Hard Work, 

It will soon be time for the operation of 
“handling” the early celery plants grown 
in the ordinary way, namely in separate 
rows. This used to be, and with a major-

ity of growers is yet, a tedious job, to be 


performed on hands and knees, If people 
who make so much fuss over the operation 
could once see the work dotie as we did in 
celery fields near Mount Morris, N.Y., 
where the men used hoes like the one 
hero illustrated, it would dawn upon 
them that celery can be handled with a 
small fraction of the effort usually wasted 
uponit, The tool consists of an old hoe 
to the blade of which a piece of wornout 
cross-cut saw, eighteen inches long, is fas- 
tened by rivots as shown. Two men, each 
provided with one of these hoes, operate on 
one row, one walking on one side, plying 
the hoe across the row, the other on the 
other side. If one man doea the work 
alone, he hills one side first, then going 
back, the other. The operator standing on 
one side of tho row, seta the hoo (blade in 
line with row) about eighteen inohesa or 
more from it on the other side, and simply 
draws the loose mucky soil up against the 
stalks, thus bending them upward, and 
making them grow upright and compact. 
It is an easy piece of work in such soils, 
Qn our grounds it only works well when 
the soil is kopt very loose and mollow by
